last night after Central 
Command prosecutors said 
they had reviewed the case and 
found the soldiers responded 
properly, given that they felt 
their lives were in Imminent 
danger. 

A squad of IDF paratroopers 
manning the Ihrkumiya road¬ 
block on March 10 riddled a 
van carrying Palestinian labor¬ 
ers with bullets after it jerked 
forward at high speed, overtook 
a line of cars and appeared to 
run down an IDF sergeant. The 
sergeant was lightly injured. 

The deaths sparked days of 
heavy rioting, during which at 
least two Arabs died. 

After the. incident, _OC 
Central Command Maj.-Gen. 


Uzi Dayan ordered the three 
soldiers arrested, a move heavi¬ 
ly criticized by many officers 
and soldiers. They were 
released a day later. 

The military investigation 
determined that the shooting 
was carried out “under circum¬ 
stances in which the soldiers 
believed that they faced an 
immediate threat to their lives 
and they acted according to 
legal regulations and do not 
bear criminal responsibility for 
the harsh results of the inci¬ 
dent.” 

The prosecutors thus decided 
to close the case. 

Judge Advocate-Genera] 
Brig.-Gen. Uri Shoham 
approved the decision and 
informed Chief of General Staff 
Lt-Gen. Amnon Lipkin Shahak 
and Defense Minister Yitzhak 
Mordechai, the army said. 

Mohammed Najib adds: 

Dt Ahmed Tibi, a senior aide 
to Palestinian Authority 
Chairman Yasser Arafat, said of 
die decision; “This affirms what 
we had said in the past, that 
Palestinian blood is cheap. The 
message being sent by the 
Israeli government to its sol¬ 
diers in die field is that you can 
kill Palestinians with impuni¬ 
ty” 

Tibi warned that there could 
be a violent response to the 
decision. 


Indonesia’s Suharto resigns 


Bloody 
protests 
end 32- 
year reign

JAKARTA (AP> - Suharto left 
the world stage yesterday, handing 
over Indonesia's presidency to an 
ambitious technocrat who 
appealed for help from “all levels" 
of the country's troubled society. 

Suharto left Indonesia in its 
worst economic mess since the 
1960s. Newly swom-in President 
Bacharuddin Jusuf Habibie was 
left scrambling to halt the coun¬ 
try's downward plunge. 

Habibie promised that Indonesia 
would make fee reforms required 
for a massive international finan¬ 
cial aid package in an urgent 
attempt to restore investor confi¬ 
dence. 

“In all modesty I am aware that 
my task is very heavy. For the 
tasks to be completed with suc¬ 
cess, the full support from all lev¬ 
els of society is very important," 
die new president said. 

Yet the day was dominated by 
Suharto's departure after 32 years 
of iron-fisted rale. 

Suharto asked forgiveness for 
“any mistakes or shortcomings" in 
a televised address to the world's 
fourth most populous nation. Just 
a few days ago, that would have 
been unthinkable from the leader 


who had built Indonesia into an 
economic powerhouse. 

But last week’s deadly riots and 


anti-government protests triggered 
by the country’s current economic 
slide were Suharto's undoing. 


Habibie, a dose Suharto ally, 
immediately moved up from vice 
president to the No. I position. 


Habibie's swearing-in as

Dozens of events to mark 
Jerusalem Day on Sunday

Dozens of events marking 
Jerusalem Day will be held 
throughout the capital tomorrow 
night and Sunday, as the 31st 
anniversary of the unification of 
Jerusalem is celebrated together 
with the state’s 50th anniversary. 

The big event will be the 
Jerusalem Jubilee March, taking 
pace Sunday from 3 p.m.-6 p.m. 
along Jaffa, King George, Ben- 
Yehuda, and Bezalel streets, end¬ 
ing in Sacher Park. Many streets 
downtown will be closed to traf¬ 
fic, and residents are urged to 
leave their cars home and use 
public transportation. 

The day’s events kick off 
tomorrow night with a concert by 
the Jerusalem Symphony 
Orchestra at the Tower of David 
Museum of the History of 
Jerusalem. The concert will be 
broadcast live on Channel J at 9 
p.m. 

Another celebration will take 
place at the Beit Orot Yesbiva on 
the Mount of Olives, and features 


a festive meal followed by a night 
of dancing. MKs, Mayor Ebud 
Olmert, and other dignitaries will 
take part in the celebration, which 
lasts until 5 a.m. Students at the 
yesbiva will then march to the 
Western Wall on the same route 
taken by the paratroopers who 
liberated the Old City in the 1967 
Six Day War. 

A tribute to the Jewish inhabi¬ 
tants of the Old City will take 
place at 9:30 p.m. in Gan 
Hatekuma, below the parking lot 
of the Jewish Quarter. Boaz 
Sharabi will sing. A march and 
tour of the Old City will be held 
at midnight. 

Another observance of the holi¬ 
day will take place this afternoon 
at noon, when a march will be 
sponsored by Peace Generation 
under the slogan; “Because of 
needless hatred Jerusalem was 
destroyed." Participants will 
carry large stones on their shoul¬ 
ders as a symbol of the stones of 
Jerusalem that were destroyed, 
and will also carry olive branches 
as symbols of peace and toler¬ 
ance. 


Over 12,000 soldiers are to join 
thousands of veterans, students, 
and civilians in the Jerusalem 
Jubilee March. The IDF has 
decided to use 70 jeeps, each 
bearing banners of the IDF units 
in the parade. 

The last time the IDF staged a 
massive march in the capital was 
in May 1973, when Israel was 
celebrating its 25th anniversary. 

“This is the jubilee and we want 
to link the soldiers with the city 
of Jerusalem. We also want to 
show off our might," said Col. 
Sari, one of the organizers of the 
army’s role. 

The soldiers will be marching 
in formations six abreast and each 
unit will be led by a jeep. 

Some 11,000 civilians are 
expected to participate in the 
march as well, including 8.000 
high school students, 1,500 hand¬ 
icapped veterans, and some 1,000 
veterans from Israel’s War of 
Independence. 

Col. Sari estimated the cost of 
the parade at about NTS 2 million, 
but said it did not come from the 
army’s budget. 


$195m. US jackpot winner still unidentified

PELL LAKE. Wisconsin (AP) - 
)ne ticket - out of the millions 
eld by dreamers who wailed in 
our-long lines or drove into the 
ext state in hopes of winning big 
beat Powerball’s S0.1 miUion-to- 
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I odds. 

A ticket sold in southern 
Wisconsin for Wednesday night’s 
Powerball jackpot drawing, worth 
a worM-record $195 million, was 
the only winner, lottery officials 
announced yesterday. 

The winner's identity was not 
known. 

Pal Penio, owner of the Lakeside 
Country Store in Pell Lake, where 
the winning ticket was purchased, 
said customers of her grocery and 
delicatessen suggested that if 
someone locally should win, the 
payoff should be shared with the 
community of 1,200. 

“We’ve had all sorts of promises, 
from lunch in Paris to putting in 
our new sewer system in Pell 
Lake," she said. 

Don Walsh, director of the 
Wisconsin Lottery, said there was 
some commotion at one point 
when a disc jockey front a 
Wisconsin radio station ran out of 
the store yelling, “I won I wan. 
Camera crewKchased after him.

Walsh said the man ran around a 
comer and police finally caught up 
with him and, after finding out it 
was a hoax, gave him five minutes 
to leave. 

It was the second time ’the 
Powerball planets aligned and 
pointed at Wisconsin in a major 
way: The previous record jackpot 
of SI 11 -2 million went to Leslie 
Robbins and Colleen DeVries of 
Fond du Lac in July 1993. 

The winning player in 
Wednesday's drawing chose to 
receive an immediate payout, 
which means the ticket is worth 
$104.3 million. The foil jackpot 
would have been paid out over 25 
years - at roughly $7.7 million a 
year. 

Tie consolation prize in 
Wednesday’s drawing wasn’t too 
shabby: There were 57 players 
who matched five numbers, but 
not the Powerball, for a $100,000 
prize. 

Charles Stnra, executive director 
of the Multi-State Lottery 


Association, which operates 
Powerball in 20 states and 
Washington. DC, said more than 
72 million tickets were sold 
Wednesday in the Powerball 
states. 

Doug Orr, the Multi-State 
Lottery's marketing production 
coordinator, said I3S.5 million of 
the $1 tickets were sold between 
Sunday and 59 minutes before the 
drawing. 

Indiana, which is bordered on 
the east and west by states where 
Powerball is not played, reported 
sales of 11,000 per minute. 

Powerball is played in Arizona. 
Connecticut. Delaware. Idaho, 
Indiana, Iowa. Kansas, Kentucky, 
Louisiana. Minnesota, Missouri, 
Montana, Nebraska, New 
Hampshire, New Mexico, Oregon, 
Rhode Island, South Dakota, 
Wisconsin, West Virginia, and 
Washington, D.C. 

It all starts over again tomorrow, 
when the jackpot shrinks to a mere 
$10 million. 


Graft and the ‘Father of Development 


As Indonesia's strongman for the 
past 32 years. President Suharto 
marched his sprawling country 
from widespread poverty to the 
brink of relative prosperity. 

The years of steady economic 
growth seemed to justify the title 
the former army general bestowed 
on himself in the 1980s: the “Father 
of Development.” 

But the undeniable progress and 
the transformation of his capital 
from a Dutch colonial backwater 
into a bustling metropolis studded 
with gleaming high-rises left open 
the question of what more could 
have been achieved without the 
rampant corruption, monopolies, 
nepotism, and crony capitalism that 
also marked his rule. 

It was those failings that helped 
push Indonesia to the brink of eco¬ 
nomic collapse amid an Asian eco¬ 
nomic crisis and undermined 
Suharto's authority, ultimately forc¬ 
ing him to resign as president in the 
face of widespread protests, civil 
unrest, and rioting. 

And it was another shortcoming - 
the failure to groom a viable suc¬ 
cessor - that still leaves him vulner¬ 
able as he turns over power to his 
handpicked vice president, BJ. 
Habibie, a somewhat divisive fig¬ 
ure who may be too close to 
Suharto to assuage the protesters 
for long. 

For Suharto, who turns 77 next 
month, the end of a long political 
run comes barely two months after 
he began a seventh five-year term. 

He had hinted years ago that his 
previous term might be his last but, 
like many strongmen before him. 
he proved unwilling to walk away 
from power until forced to do so by 
events beyond his control. 

Bom in June 1921 to a poor farm¬ 
ing family near the ancient town of 
Yogyakarta, about 280 miles south¬ 
east of Jakarta, Suharto acquired lit¬ 
tle formal education but used an 
innate shrewdness and an ability to 
play rivals off one another to begin 
his rise to political power. 

When Japan invaded the country 
and defeated Indonesia's Dutch 
rulers in World War II, Suharto 
seized the opportunity to strike a 
blow against colonialism, joining 
the armed forces, and using that 
foothold to become a career army 
officer after Indonesia gained inde¬ 
pendence. 

He seemed destined for obscurity 
in the middle ranks of die army. 
Behind his placid countenance beat 
a driving ambition, however, and he 
managed to rise through the army

ranks to head the Strategic Reserve 
Command in Jakarta, a key unit that 
held the keys to the capital. 

A staunch anti-communist, he 
used that command to crush a 1965 
coup attempt attributed to 
Indonesia’s pro-Chinese 

Communist Party. 

The abortive coup, much of 
which remains shrouded in mysteiy 
to this day, prompted a military 
backlash against the 3 million- 
member party and resulted in the 
deaths of up to 1 million people, as 
soldiers and civilians vented their 
wrath against Indonesia's ethnic 
Chinese minority and settled per¬ 
sonal scores. 

Once the coup was crushed, 
Suharto assumed effective power 
from the father of Indonesian inde¬ 
pendence, die charismatic President 
Sukarno, in March 1966. He gradu¬ 
ally eased Sukarno out, and replaced 
him as president the following year. 

Firmly entrenched in power, 
Suharto then launched his “New 
Order" program aimed at develop¬ 
ing the country and putting 
Sukarno's ami-Western posture 
behind him. 

Suharto inherited a country rav¬ 
aged by poverty and dependence. 
Well into the 1970s, more than 60 
percent of die population lived in 
poverty, per capita income hovered 
around $70 a year and the country 
had the dubious distinction of being 
the world's largest rice importer. 

Then came the oil boom. 
Indonesia, an oil producer and 
member of die Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries, 
began to reap windfall profits with 
the steep rise in oil prices. Money 
flowed into Suharto’s development 
programs, but also into the pockets 
of his family and friends. 

His administration managed to 


reduce the poverty rale to 15% by 
1993 and nearly halved that to 8* 
before the latest economic crisis. Per 
capita income rose to more than 
$600 a year and, adjusted to pur¬ 
chasing power, stood at more than 
$3,000 annually before the crisis hit. 

Indonesia attained self-sufficien¬ 
cy in rice, its staple food, in 1984, a 
major milestone for the son of 
Javan farmers. 

By the mid-'90s, economic 
growth had averaged more than 6% 
annually for well over two decades, 
and billions of dollars in foreign 
investment was pouring in. Suharto 
was able to diversify the oil-based 
economy somewhat, and illiteracy, 
population growth, and infant mor¬ 
tality ail declined during his tenure, 
he boasted. 

At the same time, however, osten¬ 
sibly charitable “foundations" 
established in Suharto's name - and 
exempt from audits and taxes - 
were raking in fortunes estimated at 
up to $3 billion by the early ’90s. 

In addition, the regime allowed 
his six children to build a family 
financial empire worth billions 
more, Iaigely through monopolies, 
sweetheart deals and control over an 
estimated 260 separate companies. 

Along the way, the nation of 200 
million people and more than 
13,000 islands accumulated an 
increasingly heavy foreign debt, a 
bloated bureaucracy of 4 million 
people and massive underemploy¬ 
ment estimated recently at more 
than 40%. Revenue from 
Indonesia's 1.5 mUlion-barrel-a- 
day oil production continued to fuel 
development, but endemic corrup¬ 
tion made ii a high-cost economy. 

While enriching his family and 
friends, Suharto during his rale also 
managed to told together politically 
a diverse archipelago spread across 
3,000 miles. He often did this 
through brute force, crashing those 
who dared to assert autonomous 
demands and threaten - in his view 
- the integrity of the nation.

Prime Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu wants to resume direct 
negotiations with the Palestinians 
and hold a summit with 
Palestinian Authority Chairman 
Yasser Arafat to break the impasse 
in the talks, the prime minister s 
communications director, David 
Bar-Illan. said yesterday. 

Bar-Ulan said Israel would like 
to see the resumption of direct 
talks with the Palestinians, which 
have been stalled since March of

He said Netanyahu raised the 
idea of a summit with Arafat in 
talks with US special envoy 
Dennis Ross. 

“i think a summit would be use¬ 
ful if it launched a renewal of the 
talks. They would be useful to 
advance the process and perhaps 
the only way the process could be 
advanced," said Bar-Illan. 

The call for direct talks with the 
Palestinians comes as the US 
administration is apparently nearing 
a decision on whether to re-exam¬ 
ine its role as active mediator. 

A decision is not far off, US Slate 
Department spokesman James 
Rubin reiterated yesterday. He 
added that the administration is con¬ 
tinuing negotiations by telephone 


but there has been no breakthrough. 

“We think it is very important 
for them to find quickly a way in 
which they can move ahead on the 
agenda that we have outlined in 
the past,” White House press sec¬ 
retary Mike McCurry added. 

He said an agreement must deal 
with "the security arrangements 
necessary so the people of Israel are 
confident that they are moving for¬ 
ward in a peace process that works 
for them" and redeployment of 
Israeli forces "so the Palestinians 
are confident that they are continu¬ 
ing to have some aspects of self- 
government as they move forward.*’ 
Bar-Illan denied a report in 
Ycdioi Aharonot that US President 
Bill Clinton had given Israel one 
week to accept the US plan. 

“There's no ultimatum whatso¬ 
ever," Bar-IUan told the 
Associated Press. 

PA negotiator Saeb Erekat yes¬ 
terday accused Israel of stalling, 
saying there is no point to holding 
meeting after meeting. 

"I don't think any talks will help 
any more. It's time to stop this 
game of process,” Erekat told AP, 
adding Israel should now accept the 
US plan for further redeployment 
Israel, meanwhile, said yester¬ 
day it objects to a Middle East 
peace conference proposed by 
Egyptian President Hosni 


Mubarak and French President 
Jacques Chirac on Monday. 

"Israel objects to the convening 
of an international conference to 
which the sides themselves are not 
even invited and does not believe 
dial it would advance the negotia¬ 
tions," the Foreign Ministry said in 
a statement 

“Israel strongly believes in 
direct negotiations between it and 
the Palestinians, Syria and 
Lebanon - which is how agree¬ 
ments have been reached until 
now,” the statement said. 

German Foreign Minister Klaus 
Kinkel said yesterday his country 
is considering an Egyptian request 
for the European Union to play a 
greater role in helping to jump- 
start the peace talks. 

The US remains the “main spon¬ 
sor" of the peace process, Kinkel 
told a news conference with 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Amr 
Moussa. 

“But we Europeans see that it is 
necessary that we involve our¬ 
selves in a stronger fashion," he 
said 

“There is no doubt that we have 
to consider how we can move for¬ 
ward," Kinkel said “We can’t just 
sit around and wait for something 
to fall out of the sky."

However, 
in a statement issued on the day 
of the violence, it said that light 
weapons were fired at IDF 
troops. 

“From the shooting there were 
no casualties to our forces,” it 
said. “Security forces responded 
with light weapons fire towards 
foe legs of rioters in instances 
where their lives were in dan¬ 
ger.” 

The PA statement said nearly a 
quarter of foe wounded were 
under 14 years old. 

The statement did not specify 
the number of people killed during 
foe rioting. The PA initially said ’ 
nine Palestinians were killed, 1 but 
human rights groups put the num¬ 
ber at five.

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’ remains in tank

Russian Foreign Minister Yevgeny 
Primakov yesterday assured Industry and 
Trade Minister Natan Sharansky, who is 
currently in Moscow that he would thor¬ 
oughly investigate reports that remains of 
four IDF soldiers were in an.M-48 tank that 
was handed to the Russians by the Syrians. 

The tank is currently on exhibit in a tank 
museum in the town ofKobinika, 100 kilo¬ 
meters west of Moscow. 

Officials at Moscow’s NTV television sta¬ 
tion. which had broadcast the original 
report, retracted the claims ^yesterday, 
telling Israel Radio they had been misled by 
Russian military officials. 

The initial report said the tank had con¬ 
tained the remains of four IDF soldiers from 
the Yom Kippur War. 

Israel Radio reporter in Moscow Dimitri 
Prokofiev said yesterday that NTV often 
broadcasts items without checking their 
validny first 

Prokofiev added that there are two IDF 
tanks' currently on display at the. museum. 


one from the Yom Kippur War and another 
that is definitely from the battle that took 
place in 1992 at Sultan Ya'acoub. during the 
Lebanon War. 

Alan Ben-Ami of Israel Radio’s English 
news service reported that members of the 
Russian air force that flew a plane carrying 
tanks from Damascus to Russia did not 
check the tanks’ contents, and only after 
landing in Russia did they discover artillery 
shells in the tanks. According to Ben-Arm, 
the crew members said it was a miracle that 
the plane did not blow up in mid-air. 

IDF officials said similar reports relaxing 
to soldiers’ remains were investigated 
some years ago and proved unfounded. 
The IDF Spokesman said there were no 
MIA's from the Golan' Heights area in the 
Yom Kippur War. 

The IDF Spokesman also said, however, 
that the M-48 Patton tank in question was 
captured by the Syrians during the 
Lebanon War and handed over to die 
Russians. The spokesman refused to con¬ 
firm or. deny claims that the tank was one 
of those captured during the Sultan 


Ya'acoub battle in June 1982, in which 
three IDF soldiers - Zachary Baumel, Tzvi 
Feldman and Yehuda Katz - were captured 
and are still missing. 

But Hezi Shai. a former IDF tank captain 
who served in the same tank as Feldman 
and Baumel. said the tank shown in the 
NTV footage was without a doubt one of 
the tanks that took part in the battle. 

“The Patton tanks were used in the Yom 
Kippur War, but in the late Seventies the 
army reinforced them. It is without a doubt 
one of the tanks from the battle, as I remem¬ 
ber five or six tanks were left in the area." 

Shai said that the tank he was in was total¬ 
ly burned and all four crew members 
escaped, scattering at the site when they 
came under enemy fire. 

Daniel Grisaro, spokesman for the 
International Coalition for Missing 
Soldiers, called on former IDF soldiers who 
recognized the tank or the serial numbers to 
contact the organization. 

“The number on the rank's body is 
817581 and the number on the turret is 
94866," he said. 


Grisaro said that the coalition hoped to 
meet with Russian Ambassador Mikhail 
Bogdanov later today and ask his assistance 
in finding out more information, such as 
whether any personal belongings were 
found in the tank. 

The organization also sent an urgent 
telegram to Prime Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu, asking him to contact US 
Secretary of State Madeleine Albright and 
ask her to request more details regarding 
the fate of the MIA’s. during her meeting 
with Syrian Foreign Minister Farouk Sham, 
scheduled for later today. 

Sharansky also met with Russia’s new 
prime minister, Sergei Kiriyenko, who 
promised yesterday that Russia’s ties with 
other Middle East countries would not 
endanger Israel. 

The Russian premier also briefed 
Sharansky on sieps the Russians have 
recently taken to stop the leaking of missile 
technology to Iran. Sharansky responded 
that words are not enough and that Israel is 
expecting to see actions and results.

Israel eyes Albright-Shara talks

The proposal to withdraw the 
IDF on the basis of UN Security 
Council Resolution 425 is expect¬ 
ed to be at the focus of talks 
between Share and Secretary of 
State Madeleine AlbrighL 

Yoav Binrn, deputy director- 


general of the Foreign Ministry, 
said; “I believe the feet that Mr. 
Share’s visit to Washington on this 
date is very important and illustra¬ 
tive of the feet that everybody 
understands that the Israeli initia¬ 
tive is there. 

“It is serious. It is on the table 
and you cannot ignore it nor dis¬ 
miss it," be said. 

He said duu the demands for 
security guarantees did not consti¬ 
tute a pre-condition but was inher¬ 
ent in the wording of the resolu¬ 
tion itself. 

The official Syrian line regard¬ 


ing the 425 proposal has been that 
if Israel wishes to withdraw from 
south Lebanon it should do so 
unconditionally. 

Some analysts believe that the 
Americans might be able to per¬ 
suade Syria to accept the initiative 
given the right kind of incentives. 

“It seems unlikely at this stage 
though that the American adminis¬ 
tration would go out of its way to 
try and promote this proposal 
without something in return, pri¬ 
marily on the Israeli-Palestinian 
track,” said a senior Lebanese 1 
analyst 


“l don't think the Americans 
would have too much willingness 
to do something for Prime 
Minister [Binyamin] Netanyahu 
that draws attention away from the 
Palestinian issue. I think they 
would like to see movement on 
the Palestinian track first" said

Golani 
troops kill 
Hizbullah 
gunman

At least one Hizbullah gunman 
was killed and several others 
wounded in fighting on the 
ground and in IAF strikes in south 
Lebanon yesterday. 

Three Lebanese civilians, 
believed to be shepherds, were 
also reported to have been wound¬ 
ed in the air raids that took place 
in the eastern Bekaa Valley, only a 
few kilometers from forward 
Syrian army positions. 

There were no IDF casualties 
and the IDF Spokesman said that, 
all the aircraft returned safely to 
base after the pilots reported accu¬ 
rate hits. 

The first incident occurred in 
the-early hours of .the morning 
When Golahi Brigade troops in the 
J&bal Soujud region in the eastern 
sector of the security zone spotted 
a squad of gunmen, opened fire 
and charged. At least one of the 
Hizbullah squad was killed and 
several others wounded. 

It appears that the Hizbullah 
gunmen were trying to infiltrate 
the zone to plant explosive 
devices near a South Lebanese 
Army position. 

Later, in the afternoon, the IAF 
truck at Hizbullah targets near 
Maidoun village. Reports from 
Lebanon said jets fired four rock¬ 
ets and that later helicopter gun- 
ships attacked targets in the same 
place. 

Reports from Lebanon said dial 
Lebanese army troops fired anti¬ 
aircraft guns at the planes. 

According to the reports, two 
Hizbullah gunmen and three shep¬ 
herds were wounded in the air 
raid.

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Ivry-Sukenik takes over 
Ground Forces Command

“His predecessor. Maj.-Gen. 
Ames Malka. will step into the 
iricky and sensitive post of OC 
intelligence, a field in which he 
has no experience. Malka said he 
was about to undergo a crash 
course in intelligence and he 
asked his subordinates “to show 
no merc> on me." 

“It's complicated," he admitted 
in his first public reaction to his 
promotion. “But people have 
done it before me and I apparent¬ 
ly will do it too." 

Malka's promotion surprised 
many people, but it is by no 
means a precedent. Maj.-Gen. 
Moshe Ya'alon, also had no 
intelligence experience before 
taking over, nor did outgoing 
Chief of General Staff Ll.-Gen. 


Amnon Lipkin Shahak or Maj.- 
Gen. (res.) Uri Saguy. 

Malka did not have a rich 
resume when assuming the 
Ground Forces Command, hav¬ 
ing spent most of his 26-year 
military career in the Armored 
Coips. Nevertheless, he was able 
to introduce sweeping changes 
in the armored, infantry, engi¬ 
neer. and paratroop forces he 
commanded. This included a 
move toward simulated battle¬ 
fields, light divisions, and 
absorption of high-tech 
weapons. 

“We saw our obligation to look 
a decade ahead and try to find 
out how we wanted to fight a 
war, and from this derive the 
frameworks for force building," 
Malka said, summing up his rel¬ 
atively short two-year stint. “The 
most difficult decisions are when 
we have the Technological 
answers, but don't have enough 
money for them all. It’s a deci¬ 
sion of what to do without, not 
just what to procure." 


Malka said during his tenure 
he made sure to cultivate field 
officers so that by the time they 
made it to the general staff, they 
“wouldn’t have grown up look¬ 
ing through a cannon or rifle bar¬ 
rel" and be better balanced. 

Sukenik, who has commanded 
a corps for the past four years, 
was greeted at the Ground Corps 
Command HQ near Kastina by 
an honor guard and trumpets. 
Like Malka. Sukenik. 49, spent 
most of his time in the Armored 
Corps. As a company comman¬ 
der, he was awarded the Medal 
of Courage during the 1973 Yom 
Kip pur War. 

Malka’s and Sukenik's 
approach to force building 
appears to contrast. For all of 
Malka's forward vision in 
preparing the IDF for the battle 
field of the future, Sukenik didn’t 
waste time in declaring yesterday 
that the army needs to make 
some “heavy cuts" right now. 

“The defense budget is not 
growing," Sukenik said. “The 


costs are going up, the salaries, 
training, ammunition, engine 
hours, flight hours. And the mis¬ 
sions are not getting any fewer. 
It doesn't add up. It’s not becom¬ 
ing more efficient cutting posi¬ 
tions here or vehicles there. 
We've already done this. Now 
we have to make painful cuts. So 
1 am aiming for a change in con¬ 
cept and taking risks and build¬ 
ing a different IDF,” he said. 

“We will no longer be able to 
improvise and say we’U do our 
best with what we have. The 
time has come to take painful 
decisions, how to train, who will 
train, in what to invest, and how 
to organize the forces.” 

Senior IDF commanders yes¬ 
terday denied there had been a 
“war of the generals," saying it 
was a creation of the media. 

“This large reshuffle of tasks 
in the general staff is natural for 
a large organization like the 
IDF,” Malka said. “After this, 
everything will become stabi¬ 
lized.”

• Tm sad the prime minister 
voted for it, which is absolutely 
contrary to his written commit¬ 
ment to Christian leaders that he 
would oppose such legislation,” 
Kopp said. 

The earlier bill passed was spon¬ 
sored by MK’s Moshe Gafhi 
(United Torah Judaism) and 
Nissim Zvilli (Labor). 

Following a • furor over the 
Gafni-Zvilli bill, Netanyahu sent 


a letter to prominent Christians 
abroad, particularly in the US, 
who wrote to him to protest 
against it Among those writing to 
the prime minister were Sen. 
Jesse Helms, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee and many fervent 
supporters of Israel. 

“The government strenuously 
objects to this bill and will act to 
ensure that it does not 
pass,~Netanyahu wrote.

Report: Canada agrees to grant 
asylum to Arab prisoners held here

Canada has. agreed to grant 
political asylum to a number of 
Arab prisoners being held in 
Israeli jails, pending background 
checks, according to The Toronto 
Star. 

"These are citizens of what is 
for us an enemy country and 
Canada, has agreed to accept 
them,” an unnamed Israeli source 
told the Canadian paper this week. 

CTV News reported this week 
that there were eight people 
involved: two Iranian defectors 
including a hijacker, four suspect¬ 
ed Iraqi spies and two Syrian 
defectors. A Canadian Foreign 
Affaire Department official said 
the UN High Commissioner for 
Refugees had requested that 
Ottawa offer asylum, according to 
the Star, Canada's largest circula¬ 
tion newspaper. 

“In general the story is tine, and 


you can see it confirmed in 
today's Toronto Star” an Israeli 
Embassy press officer in Canada, 
David Cooper, told Reuters on 
Wednesday. “Beyond that, I don’t 
want to say anything until later 
when we have a statement ready.” 

A Canadian Embassy official in 
Israel confirmed that Canada was 
approached by the United 
Nations High Commission for 
Refugees (UNHCR) and asked if 
die country would take iu politi¬ 
cal refugees currently in Israeli 
prisons as a humanitarian ges¬ 
ture. 

“Their admissibility under 
immigration legislation is being 
examined. As of this moment, no 
decision has been made,” he said. 

However, the official was 
unable to give any details on the 
refugees because of the Canadian 
Privacy Law. 

He added that Canada provides 
asylum for people from many 


countries on a regular basis 

A spokesman for Canada's 
Department of Citizenship and 
Immigration, Rene Mercier, said 
none would be admitted until 
immigration officials conducted 
background checks, which could 
take several months. 

“When we take in people, we 
make sure they undergo very rig¬ 
orous medical, criminal and secu¬ 
rity background checks to make 
sure they don’t present a danger to 
Canadians,” Mercier said. 

In the past two months, Canada 
has accepted 17 Cuban political 
prisoners heed from jail and sent 
into exile by President Fidel 
Castro after Pope John Paul D 
appealed to him for clemency in 
January. 

Some had been jailed in Cuba 
for violent offences, according to 
agency reports.

Recent tests for pollution in 
Haifa's Kishon River have revealed 
up to 10.000 times the amount of 
bacteria for which beaches can be 
closed as a health hazard. 

Environment Ministry Director- 
General Nehama Ronen has written 
to Haifa Mayor Amxam Mitzna, 
demanding he immediately stop all 
water sports, such as boating, on the 
▼ Kishon, because it is unsafe. 

Although there has been a pollu¬ 
tion problem in the Kishon for 
decades, stemming mainly from 
the flow of sewage and industrial 
wastewater into the river, schools 
and sporting clubs have continued 
to use the waterway, mainly for 
boating. 

"Tests this week showed a very 
high level of pollution,” Ronen 
told reporters yesterday. “We're 
talking about a very high concen¬ 
tration of pathogenic bacteria 
which can cause illness, ranging 
from dysentery to polio ” 

., The problem appears to have 
W been exacerbated recently by the 
flow of almost raw sewage and - 
sludge into the river while the 
Haifa Water Treatment Plant is 
being renovated. 

“The sludge, which should be 
treated and dried, finds its way 
into the river and joins the ‘won¬ 
derful’ cocktail from local facto¬ 
ries to become toxic,” Ronen said. 

Tests also revealed low-level 
acidic water and heavy materials 
that apparently come from the 
Haifa Chemicals plant, according 
to the miaiscry. 

In her letter to Mitzna, Ronen said 
that ministry experts say that physi¬ 
cal barriers near the water treatment 
plant would not be able to stop fae 
bacteria and pathogens from fkw- 
k jpg into the river and that no boat- 
* should be allowed as long as the 

massive pollution continues. 

A Haifa Municipality, 
spokesman, however, told Israel 
Radio that the boating takes place 
in the Kishon estuary and that 
l^ere,is almost no danger there.

Now smoking has been linked to 
a much higher risk of age-related 
macular degeneration, which is 
occurring with growing frequency 


in developed countries. Compared 
to non-smokers, smokers are 2.5 
tiroes more likely to develop mac¬ 
ular degeneration. 

The authors also found,that 
, smoking^j s linked with-. Grave's 
disease, which is triggered by "thy¬ 
roid problems: smoking-constricts 
the blood vessels and reduces die 
supply of blood to the eye, malting 
the condition more severe. 

Pregnant women who smoke 
also increase the risk of strabismus 
(crossed eyes) in their babies. 

“As a result of these findings, 
one must add to die list of smok¬ 
ing warnings the direct damage 
smoking causes to the eyes," 
Belkin concluded.

SOFIA - Mayor Boris 
Velanov of Banska, in the 
mountains south-east of Sofia, 
has a clear idea of his role in 
life, unfazed when asked how 
he hopes to sustain new hotels 
reached by pocholed, ill* 
marked, and narrow roads. 

“My job is to explain, not to 
do. And so, the pothoied roads 
demonstrate my 
Darwinian theory 
of development - 

only the best cars 
survive. This raises 
the standard of 
transportation. The 
roads increase the 
employment and 
skills of the car 
mechanics. The 
holes are also traf¬ 
fic police and my 
municipality has 
no need to pay for 
real police and 
radar traps." 

Bulgaria is a land 
blessed with such people - hon¬ 
est, humorous, and optimistic, 
but there are not yet enough of 
them at the top. That is my 
pharaonic theory of its current 
development - a pyramid with 
all the dynamic, modem, 
young, and enthusiastic people 
emerging at the bottom and 
center, but still pointy-headed at 
government level. 

The most common word to be 
heard in Bulgaria today is “pri¬ 
vatization." It comes a close 
runner-up to shopska , the ubiq¬ 
uitous national salad, and ratio. 
the national religion (of enlight¬ 
ened drinkers - that's most 
Bulgarians). 

Heroes all 

Bulgaria has been slower off 
the starting blocks than 
Hungary, Poland, and the Czech 
Republic after the fall of the 
Soviet empire, perhaps because 
it had invested more in being 
loyal to Moscow and close to 
the Russians, who are still 
regarded with great affection 
and friendship by Bulgarians. 

As small group of six Israeli 
journalists, we have spent eight 
days criss-crossing Bulgaria - 
from Sofia in the west, to the 
Black Sea Riviera in the east, 
through the mountains and 
plains, and down to by southern 
border, where the more.familiar 
sounds of Greek music and 
phrases begin to jostle with 
things Bulgarian. 

Bulgaria knows it is well 
regarded in Israel for its scarce¬ 
ly credible heroism - from the 
long, to die priests and the peas¬ 
ants - in saving all Bulgarian 
-Jews from the Nazis while 
being at the same time an ally 
of Germany. Later under com¬ 
munism, it allowed the Jews to 
leave for new lives in Israel - 
one of the most successful of 
aiiyas, done in such a way as to 
preserve to this day the great 
love of the emigrants for their 
former homeland. 

Now Bulgaria wants Israelis 
to help lead a tourism boom - 
its main hope for a leg-up to 
European living standards. The 
average income of town 
Bulgarians is around $100 a 
month, in the countryside it is 
S60-S80. 

Place your bets 

About 12,000 Israelis went to 
Bulgaria last year, about the 
same number of Bulgarians 
came to Israel. About 3.5 mil¬ 
lion non-transit tourists, mostly 


from Russia and Germany, vis¬ 
ited Bulgaria, What has put a 
glint in Bulgarian eyes is the 
click of casino chips. With the 
Turkish casinos closed under 
Islamic pressures, Bulgarians 
(and some Turkish business¬ 
men) are relocating the casino 
business to Sofia and the Black 
Sea resorts - Varna is a quick 
trip by hydrofoil 
from Istanbul. 

On the Thursday 
afternoon we flew 
to Sofia, the plane 
was packed with 
casino-bound 
Israelis who 
seemed disconcert¬ 
ingly happy about 
spending a week¬ 
end throwing 
money away. Good 
luck to Bulgaria, 
but it wilt be a pity 
if this extraordinary 
country comes to 
mean no more than 
a gambling den to Israelis. 

Bulgaria has two stars - the 
countryside, including Che 
unspoiled Black Sea coast, and 
the people. Anyone who grew 
up in a Western European coun¬ 
tryside 30 years ago will be 
stunned by what we have lost 
and Bulgaria retains. Fields of 
cowslips, buttercups, flowering 
clover, cornflower climbed the 
hills in clear May sunshine. 
There were butterflies, a corn¬ 
crake croaking, even larks in 
the clear air. Aurums and vio¬ 
lets dripped dampness deep in 
the woods. 

In Borovics, a dreamy land¬ 
scape of endless forested moun¬ 
tain ranges and ski runs south of 
Sofia, I clambered down a 
ravine beside die old wooden 
hotel, followed a river valley 
down to a wild grass clearing, 
and crossed another ridge into'’a 
forest Clouds suddenly 
descended from on high. In sec¬ 
onds I was disoriented and 
utterly lost in mist not even a 
remote engine noise could be 
heard, nothing man-made could 
be seen. It could well be the 
Jurassic era, it could well be 
another planet. 

Ntee»nice 

Bulgarians are slowly waking 
up to the fact that they are on 
their own now. Maybe because 
they are basically a rural peo¬ 
ple, it has taken them longer. In 
the vast rich farmlands, each 
large field was being tilled by 
eight or 10 people, mostly by 
hand, sometimes with a horse- 
drawn plow. Each person is till¬ 
ing just to grow enough for the 
family. 

Privatization is the word, but 
in government, old state habits 
die hard. 

"We get no money from die 
slate,” Mayor Velanov said. 
"We know we must do it by pri¬ 
vate ownership, by investment 
We are developing tourism, and 
tourism has changed our atti¬ 
tudes - there is no family that is 
not concerned with tourism. 
The potential in Bulgaria is 
absolutely huge." 

“Hey - that’s up to you what 
you tell Israelis," he said with a 
grin, and splashed out the ratio 
one more time before a blazing 
log fire. “But please - tell them 
we have a very nice town. Tell 
them we are nice people." 

I’m telling them, Boris.

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Irish face historic peace vote

BELFAST (Reuters) - Ireland's 
people vote today on a controver¬ 
sial peace agreement designed to 
end 30 years of bloodshed and set 
in motion the biggest political 
changes in the island since Britain 
partitioned it in 1921. 

The agreement, brokered last 
month by (he British government, 
would give Northern Ireland an 
elected assembly where 
Protestants and Catholics share 
:r and create a series of cross¬ 
institutions with the Irish 
Republic. In return, the Republic 
would drop its constitutional claim 
to sovereignty over the North. 

Although uncontroveisial in (he 
south and backed by most 
Catholics in the North, the agree¬ 
ment has bitterly divided Northern 
Ireland’s Protestant, pro-British 
majority. 

They say die pact's provisions to 
release guerrillas from jaO early 
will allow murderers to savor gov¬ 
ernment instead of paying for their 
crimes. Protestants also doubt (hat 
Sinn Fein - the political wing of 
the outlawed Irish Republican 
Army (IRA) - means what it says 
about renouncing violence. 

Northern Ireland’s guerrilla war 
has killed some 3,600 people in 30 
years of bombings, beatings, and 
shootings. 

Opinion polls showing Northern 
Irish Protestants - known here as 
“unionists" - almost evenly split 
over the agreement have prompted 
three visits from the pact’s main 
architect, British Prime Minister 
Tony Blair, to try to convince 
skeptical voters of its benefits. 

“What I want to say to people 
here in Northern Ireland is: Trust 
me to deliver what I’ve said I-will 
deliver and trust yourselves to 
make the future work,’" Blair told 
a BBC Radio Ulster phone-in yes¬ 
terday morning, after spending the 
night in the province. 

On Wednesday, Blair unveiled a 
hand-written message to the peo¬ 
ple of Northern Ireland containing 
five pledges designed to allay 
Protestant fears. These included 
promises that prisoners would not 
be let out of jail “unless violence is 
given up for good” and that those 
who used or threatened violence 
would be excluded from a 
Northern Ireland government 

His words did little to convince 
some Protestants, who have run a 
passionate “Vote No” campaign

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Expelled US student kilts one at school; two'Bead at home

SPRINGFIELD, Oregon (AP) - 
A day after being expelled for hav¬ 
ing a gun, a student returned to 
school with a semiautomatic rifle 
and opened fire in the cafeteria 
yesterday, kilting at least rare per¬ 
son and critically wounding seven 
others. Police later found two 
adults dead in the suspect’s home. 

Seventeen others also were hurt 
in die latest in a series of school 
shootings a cross the United States. 

Shots rang out at Thurston High 
School just before morning class¬ 
es, while 300-400 students were 
attending a breakfast. Witnesses 
saw the 15-year-old suspect, 
dressed in a cream-colored trench 
coat, nm through the cafeteria fir¬ 
ing his rifle from the hip. He was 
tackled by a student and arrested 
about 20 minutes after the shooting 
broke out 

An hour and a half later, sheriff’s 
deputies found the bodies of two 
adults in the boy’s home in a rural 
area just outside the city. Lane 
County Sheriff Jan Clements said 
the relationship of the victims was 
unknown, but there were several 
broadcast reports that they were 
the boy’s parents. 

Several students said they knew 
the shooter as a 15-year-old 
freshman who played football 
and had been expelled a day ear¬ 


lier for trying to - bring a gun to 
school. Some sard he once gave a 
talk in speech class about how to 
build a bomb. 

“He always said that it would be 
fun to kill someone and do stuff 
tike that," said student Robbie 
Johnson, who knew the suspect 
“Yesterday, he told a couple of 
people he was probably going to 
do something stupid today and get 
back at the people who had 
expelled him." 

Also yesterday, in OnaJaska, 
Washington, a 15-year-old boy 
carrying a gun got on his school 
bus, took his girlfriend off, and 
that went to his home and shot 
himself in the head as her father 
tried to break down the door. 

The boy was in critical condi¬ 
tion. No one else on the bus was 
hurt. The 14-year-old girlfriend 
was not injured. 

Several students said they 
thought the Oregon shooting was a 
gag related to student-body elec¬ 
tion day. 

Stacy Compton, 15, said she was 
sitting at a table when the guy 
came in and “started going 
bananas" with the gun. She said 
she ducked under the table and her 
best friend got hit in the center of 
her forehead.

Economy sours Khatami

DUBAI (Reuters) - The twin 
evils of inflation and unemploy¬ 
ment threaten to spoil the party as 
Iranian President Mohammed 
Khatami celebrates the first 
anniversary of his landslide elec¬ 
tion victory tomorrow, analysts 
said. 

"Inflation remains a major prob¬ 
lem and unemployment will prob¬ 
ably rise this year." said 
Amirhoushang Amini, a Teheran- 
based economist. “Both issues 
must be dealt with seriously." 

Inflation in Iran’s cities was 17.3 
percent in the Iranian year to 
Much 20, down from 23.2% file 
previous year. 

Economists say the state’s esti¬ 
mate is based on official prices for 
a basket of commodities, but that 
many residents have to buy goods 
at higher black market prices. 

“We are experiencing stagfla¬ 
tion," said Fariborz Raisdana. an 
Iranian economist, adding that 
official inflation figures were too 
conservative and unemployment 
was set to rise. 


Raisdana credited Khatami for 
battling inflation but said unem¬ 
ployment could be an even more 
significant problem for the moder¬ 
ate Shi’ite Moslem cleric. 

The numbers are daunting. 

Nearly a third of Iran’s popula¬ 
tion of more than 60 million is 
aged between 11 and 24 and 
800,000 new job-seekers enter the 
market each year, an official at 
Iran’s Statistical Center said. 

Other economists say the num¬ 
ber of jobs that need to be created 
is closer to one million a year. 

Officially, unemployment hov-, 
era around nine percent, but econ¬ 
omists say it is nearer to 15% and 
rising. 

Khatami, who was elected m a 
resounding victory on a mandate 
for political and social reforms, 
teas found his time increasingly 
occupied with economic con¬ 
cerns. 

Oil revenues - the lifeblood of 
the economy, accounting for 80% 
of hard currency earnings - have

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Jerusalem’s challenges 



T he Jewish workers who built Government 
House, an elegant building with spectacu¬ 
lar views of the Judean desert and 
Jerusalem's Old City, believed they were build¬ 
ing the presidential seat of a future Jewish state. 
In fact Government House was used by the 
British high commissioner and later became 
headquarters of UNTSO, the international orga¬ 
nization monitoring the 1948 truce. 

As Israelis celebrate Jerusalem Day this 
Sunday, Palestinians are working on a large and 
somewhat mysterious building in Abu Dis. 
They believe, according to Channel 2, that they 
are building the future Palestinian parliament 
History may fool them, like it fooled the 
builders of Government House, but their hopes 
may also contain a glimpse of the future. 

Just recently. Palestinian Authority Chairman 
Yasser Arafat, reportedly told a visiting delega¬ 
tion of American Jews in Ramallah that there 
were a number of creative solutions to the seem¬ 
ingly intractable issue of Jerusalem. 

Without endorsing any particular idea, he cited 
the plan devised by Labor MK Yossi Beilin and 
his own close adviser, Abu Mazen. That plan 
envisioned a Palestinian capital in Abu Dis, an 
Arab neighborhood that is about the same dis¬ 
tance from the Old City as the Knesset, but lies 
outside Jerusalem’s municipal boundaries. 

The obvious attraction of the Abu Dis solution 
to the Jerusalem conundrum is that to the 
Palestinians it is part of Jerusalem; to Israelis it 
is not Locating a Palestinian government center 
there, therefore, squares a circle by splitting the 
identity of the city without splitting the city 
itself. Israel's Jerusalem would remain whole 
and undivided, while at the same time leaving 
room for a Palestinian Jerusalem at its side. 

If this solution were to be implemented, it 
would not be the first time that Jerusalem man¬ 
ifested a split personality, aside from the physi¬ 
cal split that prevailed between 1948 and 1967. 
There is the psychological split in the city 
j -between- between ancient and modem, between 
.the,mystical Jerusalem in heaven and its earthly 
partner below, between Jerusalem as represent¬ 
ing the heart of the Jewish soul and yet an eco¬ 
nomically troubled backwater. 

For all of these splits, however, one idea that 


unites almost ail Israelis is that the barbed wire 
that physically divided Jerusalem for almost 20 
years will never be restored. In die last national 
elections, Jerusalem, for the first time, became a 
divisive campaign issue, driving home Israeli 
unity on this matter. Both major parties, after 
all, competed to convince the voters that they 
would more effectively keep Jerusalem unified. 

This consensus should be reflected in vigi¬ 
lance by the government against the various 
Palestinian attempts to exert sovereignty over 
the city. Palestinian Police and official offices 
must not be allowed to operate in Jerusalem, 
especially since these activities are a violation 
of the Oslo Accords. Even if this principle can¬ 
not be universally applied - by closing down 
Orient House, for example - it must be con¬ 
stantly asserted. 

At the same time, it is not useful to engage in 
politicized competitions over who is “dividing” 
Jerusalem and who is not. Mayor Ehud Olmert's 
attempts to outflank even Prime Minister 
Binyamin Netanyahu by building a Jewish 
housing project at Ras al-Araud, surrounded by 
Arab neighborhoods, did not advance the cause 
of a united Jerusalem. 

Despite Arafat's almost daily claims to all of 
east Jerusalem, the Palestinian hints that an Abu 
Dis-type solution is worth talking about indicate 
that the solidity of the Israeli consensus on 
Jerusalem is sinking in. Without being compla¬ 
cent, it is fair to say that Israel’s commitment to 
the unity of Jerusalem has been established. 

The tasks that deserve more focus on tins 
Jerusalem Day are the “mundane” concerns that 
preoccupy more normal cities - those of hous¬ 
ing, jobs, planning and the environment The 
cabinet's consideration in (he weeks ahead of 
designating Jerusalem an “A-plus” priority 
development area, which would give residents 
and business various benefits and incentives, is 
an encouraging sign that the problems of the 
still-earthly city are not being ignored. 

Boosting JenJsaiem’s economy, keeping peace 
among its many .communities, and steering its 
development to' allow for growth while’'main¬ 
taining its beauty, are all tall challenges 
demanding at least as much attention as keeping 
the city whole.

Netanyahu’s discordant voyage 


P rime Minister Netanyahu 
made the wrong voyage to 
Washington at the wrong 
time and conducted the visit in a 
controversial style. 

The motivation was clear. The 
Israeli prime minister sought to 
create maximal friction between 
two branches of the US adminis¬ 
tration by describing the Congress 
and the diplomatic arm as oppos¬ 
ing schools of policy.

Security is the key 


O nly 11 minutes after Israel 
proclaimed its indepen¬ 
dence, the United States 
took its place as a friend and an 
ally by being the first country to 
recognize the rebirth of an ancient 
state. In tee 50 years since then, 
that commitment to Israel's sur¬ 
vival has remained firm, built on 
the unwavering support for Israel 
among the American people and 
within the US Congress. 

As Americans, our dose and 
enduring relationship with Israel 
steins not only from the strength 
of our military and economic ties, 
but also from a shared experience 
and shared values that set our two 
countries apart. 

As in America’s own history. 
Israel was founded to provide sanc¬ 
tuary to people fleeing from perse¬ 
cution in other countries, establish¬ 
ing a nation based on freedom and 
democracy. Like Israel, America 
has learned that any lasting peace 
can only rest upon genuine securi¬ 
ty for those who seek peace. 

Security protects the precious 
right of self-determination. It is 
teat right, after all. that has made 
Israel’s last 50 years so different 
from the previous 2,000 years of 
Jewish history. 

With tee experience of the last 
50 years, it is also clear that Israel, 
and Israel alone, must define the

requirements of Israeli security. A 
small nation that is surrounded by 
hostile neighbors and has had to 
fight repeated wars must plan for 
its security based on the worst- 
case scenario. 

It cannot replace its generals' 
judgments on security concerns 
with the optimism of those who 
have never faced a threat to their 
survival. 

That is why tee Oslo Accords 
and US statements at the time of 
tee Hebron Agreement reiterated 
Israel’s sole authority to determine 
tee security needs of the Israeli 
people. 

Understanding Israel’s security 
needs first requires a realistic 
threat assessment. In recent years, 
tee threats facing the US and 
Israel in this region have changed. 
In addition to the continued possi¬ 
bility of a conventional war, Israel 
today feces the constant threat of 
terrorism and the prospect that 
terrorist states are developing 
weapons of mass destruction. 

Defeating these threats requires a 
strau^y that is bote realistic and 
sustained. One part of that strategy 
wi 11 always be the intelligence appa- 
ratus needed to counteract domestic 
terrorism. Of increasing impor¬ 


tance, however, is tee need to devel¬ 
op an effective missile defense, both 
in the Mkieast and in tee US. 

IT IS cotmteiproductive, however, 
for America to cooperate with 
Israel on its missile defense if we 
aim a blind eye to tee prolifera¬ 
tion of nuclear technology and 
weapons of mass destruction to 
terrorist nations like Iran 

In the past three years, Congress 
has repeatedly addressed the issue 
of any assistance - direct or indi¬ 
rect - to such terrorist nations. We 
believe that only by p unishin g 
those who would support prolifer¬ 
ation can we truly block tee threat 
posed by Iran’s developing capa¬ 
bility. To punish teesT rogue 
natrons, we have enacted a regfrne

Ever since 1967, most 
of the rest of tire world has been 
unequivocally condemning Israeli 
settlements as illegal, not because 
international law is unequivocal 
on this issue, but because it suited 
almost everyone's political inter¬ 


est to say so. The Americans, per¬ 
haps because of a different con¬ 
struction of the law but also pri¬ 
marily for political reasons, have 
generally contented themselves 
with a milder form of reservation 
- that the settlements are “merely” 
an obstacle to peace. 

So who does Netanyahu now try 
to stick with the bill for preserving 
the security of settlers imperiled 
by a redeployment of J 39b? The 


Americans, of course. 

There’s not much chance that be 
will get the money, but that does¬ 
n’t rule out other benefits. For one 
thing, it will be a long time before 
Dershowitz shows his face around 
here again. 

That doesn’t necessarily mean 
that this is what Netanyahu had in 
mind all along. To find out what 
be really thinks, you have to ask 
David Bar-Dlan. 


From India to Iran, via Moscow 


I ndia's series of -unclear 
weapons tests will not have a 
direct impact on Israel, but tfie 
indirect results -may.lfe^bfWigriff- 

fcartL-' , By u becomih^ d’s 

sixth declared nuclear powfc^ arid 
the first addition since China 
joined this club in 1964, India has 
suddenly ■ ended 34 years of 
nuclear stability. 

- This is a fundamental change in 
the international system — a sea 
change - whose irriptications win 
take many years to be understood. 

Beyond the reactions in Asia and 
within the complex triangular rela¬ 
tionship among 1 India, Pakistan 
and China, the central question is 
whether tire Indian actions win 
trigger a -chain reaction going 
beyond these- states. 

Despite the suggestions in Arab 
capitals, particularly Cairo, that the 
Indian: nuclear tests might some¬ 
how be emulated by other states 
that have not signed the Nuclear 
Non-Proliferation Treaty, the 
events m the Sou*-Asian region 
will not change Israeli policy. 

As a status-quo state facing 
Islamic .- mid Arab-nationalist 
regimes that threaten its-survival, 
Israel’s policy of last-resort deter¬ 
rence based-on deliberate nuclear 
ambiguity continues to be the best 
option. 

Israel has nothing to. gam and 


much to lose by following India 
and becoming an overt nuclear 
^power . ■ • • 

-.Tbe^ttsitidns are very different. 
;Tn dMti^toTrfdia, Israel does inot 
;-focfft r 8ri die discrimination which 
allots some States to possess 
nuclear weapons, it does not seek 
to become a world power; and it 
has signed the Comprehensive 
Test Ban Treaty. 

The critical question is whether 
the fall out from the Indian tests 
will accelerate the rate at which 
Iran and other countries in die 
Middle East are able to acquire 
nuclear weapons. Different sce¬ 
narios exist, depending on future 
developments. 

In the more optimistic scenario, 
at least from the Israeli perspective, 
the Indian “surprise” win stock 
Russia and China into ending (be 
flow of nuclear and missile tech¬ 
nology to Iran. These two countries 
have been the primary sources of 
die Iranian program to acquire 
weapons of mass destruction, and 
have- -ignored -the impact of a 
nuclear Iran on world stability for 
their own strategic interests. 

Perhaps now the prospect of 
Iranian nuclear weapons, followed 
by a chain reaction throughout the 
Middle East, has become mane real¬ 
istic, and this might lead to reevalu- 
ation of the wisdom of allowing

” SiritfiarTylthe coiintriesthat have 
advocated easing sanctions on Iraq 
(primarily Russia, China and 
Ranee) might now recognize that 
as soon as the UN inspectors 
leave, Saddam Hussein will 
resume his effort to .Require 
nuclear weapons. This time, how¬ 
ever; he is unlikely to invade a 
neighboring country before the 
weapons have been completed. 

BUT THIS is tiie optimistic sce- 
. nario, and the pessimists are usu¬ 
ally more accurate in their predic¬ 
tions. If Pakistan follows Lidia, as 
now seems likely, and the Russian 
and Chinese assistance to Iran and 
Syria continues without interrup¬ 
tion, as is also probable, these 
countries could seek to accelerate 
their nuclear programs. 

As a result, in a period of 10 
years or .less most of the major 
states in the Middle East will have 
nuclear weapons. This will mark 
the end of the nuclear non-prolif¬ 
eration regime, which has been the 
major source of nuclear stability 
for the past three d e cades. 

The United States is desperately 
trying to stop this chain by impos¬ 
ing stiff and painful sanctions on 


India. However, the US effort is 
meeting with little support, and 
the European stales, as Usuali pel 
pursuing, their narrow;and,.sflort-’ 
term economic and polititfalin tier-1 
ests by rejecting sanctions. 

(While eager for business with 
India, Iran, and Iraq, the EU threat¬ 
ens sanctions to punish Israel for 
“obstructing the peace process”) 

More importantly, the damage 
has been done, and the imposition 
of sanctions now will not undo the 
impact of die Indian tests. 

Early sanctions, imposed after 
Lidia's first test in 1974 and later 
in response to missile tests, only 
delayed the program. The new 
unilateral American sanctions are 
likely to be short lived, and the 
economic and political pressures 
for resumption of full ties with 
India will begin very quickly. 

There is a small possibility duu 
the costs of a cut-off in trade and 
aid may di ss ua de Pakistan from 
conducting a nuclear test, but to be 
effective, the costs of abetting pro¬ 
liferation need to be made clear in 
advance. 

Here, die inconsistency in US 
policies has been costly. 

For 18 months, the Clinton 
administration has rejected Israeli 
government calls for significant 
action to convince the Russian 
government to end assistance to 


die Iranian nuclear and missile 
programs. The Americans argue 
thaty.Tjmictiansf on >'Russia would 
!ea<L..fo. a backlash fear.might 
wgafcn the -economic reform 
process, indicating that for the US, 
the. problem of proliferation is not 
always a primary concern. 

Now, when the US asks Israel to 
join in imposing sanctions on 
India, which would mean losing a 
number of important contracts and 
endangering the future of our 
defense industries, die Israeli gov¬ 
ernment can also cite different pri¬ 
orities and interests. 

Israel’s initial response was to 
delay a planned trip to India by top 
military officers. In the longer 
term, it would help die American 
cau se if they could convince the 
Russians to end the flow of military 
and dual-use technology to Iran. 

The Middle East has enough 
sources of instability, and will not 
benefit from any acceleration of 
the proliferation process to the 
revolutionary and rogue states in 
the region. If the Indian tests are 
seen asa wanting, and lead to seri¬ 
ous and uncompromising policies 
to prevent the proliferation of 
nuclear weapons to Iran, Iraq, and 
Syria, die worst scenarios may be 
averted. However, in this as in 
other areas, there is little basis for 
optimism.

In an unprecedented gesture, 
en. Daniel Moynihan took the 
mate, floor, just as the funeral 
as commencing, to speak about a 
ensured friend of oyer 30 years. 
Most Americaiji Jews were prob- 
>!y puzzled why The New York 
!mes devoted two fun stories to 
terer’s passing — aaindication of 
>w profoundly removed - from 
ie another are the various reg¬ 
ents of American Jewry.- Yet 
ierer played a pivotal role in the 
)st-war resurgence of Orthodoxy 
America and brought unprece-

e balls of power. 

Paying tribute to “a giant,” Vice 
esident A1 Gore said, only hours 
ter his passing. “Many in die 
rthodox community say, ‘How 
r we have come/ They shpufd 
y, ‘How far. he brought usr; 
When the 20-year-old Moshe 
ierer came to work for Agudath 
rael In 1943. Orthodox lews 
-re a “sickly reed" in the eyes of 
ainstream Jewish groups. Even 
ithin the Orthodox world, 
midath Israel was barely, on the 
despite the wartime rescue 


’• work of hundreds of'volunteers in 
r lheir teens and early 20s, led by 
Sherer’s mentor Mike 'Hess, 
which resulted in saving several 
thousand European Jews, includ¬ 
ing many great Torah scholars. 

Sherer’s first assignment was to 
attend a meeting of Orthodox 
groups devoted to fostering Shabbat 
observance. The leader of the then 
dominant faction of American 
Orthodoxy told him, “The Agndah 
is a bunch of nobodies. We won’t 
work with nobodies like you." 

Over die next 55 years - 35 as 
president of die organization - 
Sherer built Agudath Israel into die 
largest grass-roots Orthodox orga¬ 
nization in America, with over 
100,000 members, hundreds of 
employees, mess than a dozen dif¬ 
ferent divisions, and a fun-time 
lobbying office in Washington. He 
became the premier spokesman for 
American Orthodoxy in the corn- 
dors of power and placed himself 
at the service of every Orthodox 

group that sought his help. 

Aimed with neither of the can¬ 
ing cards of modem American 
politics - money or -votes - he 
nevertheless developed an unpar¬ 
alleled network of political con¬ 
tacts over die decades. His meth¬ 
ods were those of die traditional 
Jewish shtadlan (government 
intercessor): subtlety, non-con¬ 
frontation and absolute integrity. 

He never endorsed a political 

pdrtLc&ais from'both major par- 
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ties. Sherer delivered die invoca¬ 
tion at Ghilani’s inauguration, but 
had Giuliani’s opponent David 
Dinkins won, it is probable that 
Sherer would have given the invo¬ 
cation at his inauguration as well, 
so respected was be by both men. 

Daring the 19S8 presidential 
election, a leading Jewish activist 
was told by top figures in both the 
Dukakis and Bush campaigns that 
the only Jewish leader they trusted 
fully was Sherer. 

Politicians valued his advice and 
friendship. Moynihan credited 
him wife fee best piece of political 
advice he ever received: During 
his first senatorial campaign in 
1976, Sherer told him, “Just be Pat 
Moynihan. Don’t try to be Lonie 
Lefkowitz.” 

The warm feelings engendered 
by fee thousands of elegantly 
phrased, handwritten notes he sent 
to various officials over the years, 
thanking them for a favor or con¬ 
gratulating them on some achieve¬ 
ment, lingered long after fee spe¬ 
cific reason for fee note was for¬ 
gotten. Sherer foiled a series of 
crucial alliances that greatly 
increased die influence of 
Orthodox Jews. 

FROM feeeaiiy ’60s, he worked 
closely with the Cafeotic Church 
to win greatly increased govern¬ 
mental benefits for parochial 


school students. His work on 
behalf of Soviet Jewry typified his 
non-confron rational approach. 

In fee mid-’80s, Max 
Kampelman brought a message 
from Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev to Moynihan that be 
woald consider reopening fee 
gates to Jewish emigration in 
return for some goodwill gestures 
from America and American 
Jewiy. 

Moynihan was inclined to take 
up fee feeler, but his suggestion 
that American Jewish groups can¬ 
cel the forthcoming Solidarity 
Sunday for Soviet Jewry was 
strenuously opposed by almost all 
mainstream Jewish organizations. 

Sherer, however, counselled 
Moynihan that he was doing fee 
right thing and should carry on. 
Eventually the planned march was 
cancelled, and as a result 37 of the 
40 leading refuseniks were 
released by the Soviets. 

He was too astute to ever waste 
energy in ways that would ulti¬ 
mately prove detrimental to his 
cause. When a local Orthodox 
politician pushed a city-wide ref¬ 
erendum on a New York City 
statute forbidding discrimination 
in bousing on the basis of sexual 
orientation, Sherer pointedly 
refused to get involved. He recog¬ 
nized that the referendum was a 
sure loser, and would only result 
in a rousing victory for gay 
activists and create new implaca¬ 
ble enemies for Orthodox Jews. • 


At fee same time. Agudath Israel 
won in court an exemption for 
religious schools from a municipal 
executive order banning discrimi¬ 
nation in hiring. 

Despite having twice battled 
back from the brink of death, 
Sherer continued to work 18-hour- 
days until the very last mouths of 
his life. Li January, he ignored his 
doctors* orders feat he stay home 
to lead 75 Orthodox lay leaders on 
a grueling three-day series of 
meeting wife leading Israeli politi¬ 
cians, including Prime Minister 
Binyamin Netanyahu. Only when 
fee visit was complete did he col¬ 
lapse from what be learned was a 
relapse of leukemia. 

The great triumph of his final 
year was the meticulously orches¬ 
trated Siyum HaShos last 
September, joining 70.000 Jews at 
Madison Square Garden, Nassau 
Coliseum, and numerous sites 
around the world via satellite 
hookup in a celebration of fee 
completion of fee cycle of daily 
Iblmud study. No event ever 
attracted more attention to study 

oTThlmud or did more to empha¬ 
size its centrality to Jewish life. 

For someone who bad devoted 
his entire life to improving the 
•image of the Orthodox Jew and 
Judaism, and did more to do so 
than -anyone else, the vision car¬ 
ried around the world of tens of 
thousands of Jews exuberantly 
rejoicing over the Torah was the 
perfect final tribute- 


The Asian century 


£ ~V~t was like a grand finale 
I of a mighty symphony of 
JLihe elements,” an under¬ 
standably excited William L. 
Laurence wrote immediately after 
witnessing - from a distance of 
some 20 miles - the first-ever det¬ 
onation of an atomic device. 

Sensing the fatefulness of feat 
moment on July 16, 1945 at 
Alamogordo, New Mexico, fee 
New York Times correspondent 
deemed it “fascinating and terrify¬ 
ing, uplifting and crushing, omi¬ 
nous, devastating, foil of great 
promise and great foreboding.” 

Yet since all minds focussed on 
how to end fee war, Laurence saw 
in the bomb more hope than curse. 
“On that moment,** he wrote, 
“hung eternity. Time stood still. 
Space contracted to a pinpoint. It 
was as though fee earth had 
opened and fee skies split. One 
felt as though he had been privi¬ 
leged to witness the birth of the 
world, to be present at the moment 
of Creation when the Lord said: 
‘Let there be light.’" 

Three weeks later, when the 
bomb was actually dropped on 
Hiroshima, British writer Arthur 
Koestler (who happened to have 
learned of fee news from The 
Palestine Post on a flight to 
Britain) was more down to earth. 
“That’s the end of the world war," 
he conceded, “but it's also the 
beginning of the end of the world." 

AMERICA WAS. however, quick 
to fathom the meaning of its newly 
built bomb’s power, science, as 
historian Daniel Boors tin later 
wrote, would now join pestilence, 
war. famine, and death as a fifth 
horseman of fee apocalypse. 

And yet, paradoxically, the 
bomb also made Americans - 
unlike India’s current leadership - 
feel a greater sense of affinity with 
the outside world. “Oddly 
enough,” wrote Boorstin, “the 
new instruments and evidences of 
American omnipotence brought a 
new sense of poweriessness about 
the future.” 

lb non-Americans, meanwhile, 
the bomb epitomized not just 
American political and material 
might, but also that cultural preva¬ 
lence foreseen already in Henry 
Luce’s memorable 1940 essay 
“The American Century,” in 
which he praised the New World's 
domination of the Old. 

Today fee observations of that 

. arch-journalist - who founded Tone, . 

■Fortune . and Life magazines- seem 
prophetic; our global civilization of 
airplanes, satellites, movies, jeans, 
vehicles, sneakers. PCs. fast food, 
pop, jazz, rock, hook shots, touch¬ 
downs, and what not has Made-in- 
USA written all over it 
But fee American Century has 
been drawing to a close for a 
while, at least on the calendar, and 
until recently speculation was rife 
feat it would be succeeded by an 
Asian heir. 

And then came 1998. 

Yes, the cars we drive, the 
clothes we wear, the foods we eat, 
fee TV sets we watch, and die CDs 
we hear are increasingly made by 
a host of Japanese, Korean, 
Chinese, Indonesian, Malaysian, 
Vietnamese, and other Far 
Easterners. But judging by this 
week’s turbulent events in Asia, 
our planet’s largest continent is 
light years away from dominating 
humanity fee way America has. 

Initially, die West rose to global 
prominence because European 
navigators, possessed by an 
unquenchable thirst for explo¬ 
ration, trade, and conquest, braved 
the globe's high seas. 

Asians, at the same time, stayed 
puL 

Cheng Ho, the great Chinese 
seafarer whose expedition of more 
than 27,000 sailors reached fee 
Red Sea more than half-a-century 
before Columbus landed in 
America, did not seek to amass 
riches, engage in commerce, pros¬ 
elytize natives, or explore new 


horizons. All he wanted was to 
display fee Ming dynasty's 
prowess, and even feat ended 
abruptly when subsequent emper¬ 
ors found the outside world alto¬ 
gether irrelevant. 

In Japan, the Tokugawa shoguns 
massacred thousands of 
Europeans and then officially for¬ 
bade the entry of foreigners and 
the exit of locals, feus heralding 
some 250 years of splendid isola¬ 
tion which ended only in the twi¬ 
light of fee 19th century. 

In India. Moguls and Hindus 
focussed on fighting each other, 
while abandoning fee subconti¬ 
nent’s maritime horizons to the 
devices of British, French, Dutch, 
and Portuguese traders. 

SINCE THEN Asia has acknowl¬ 
edged its grave mistakes, but only 
on the surface. 

Japan showed the way with 
Emperor Meiji’s breathtaking 
Westernization drive, which within 
one generation bred everything 
and anything from telegraph lines, 
railways, motorcars, ami airplanes 
to newspapers, financial markets, a 
parliament, and even fee introduc¬ 
tion of meat and milk into a hither¬ 
to fish-and-rice-dominated diet 
“Japan has made astonishing 
progress and become a modern 
nation the advanced level of which 
is proverbial,” wrote enviously 
Syrian nationalist Shakib Arslan 
in 1938. 

And yet something was funda¬ 
mentally amiss. 

The choice to emulate the symp¬ 
toms of fee American Century 
often ignored the deep individual 
freedom which bred the originali¬ 
ty and innovation feat were - and 
remain - the fuel behind 
America’s global domination. 

Perhaps that is why Asians, 
while excelling in reproducing 
what others have conceived, have 
yet to invent something as global¬ 
ly pervasive as a car, a computer, 
or a washing machine, all devised 
by products of Western capitalist 
democracies. 

Nothing embodies this gap more 
than the bomb itself. Dropping it 
on Nagasaki, where pre-modern 
Japan had kept its only window to 
the world via a Dutch trading sta¬ 
tion, scathingly exposed fee limits 
of an attempt to emulate fee West's 
industrial revolution while shun¬ 
ning its fascination with ingenuity. 

< India’s abuse of its nuclear capa- 
. bdiry is fee flip side of this coin. 

• There was no originality in its 
leaders' derelict behavior this 
week, not to mention vision. If 
anything, theirs is a thinking much 
like Kaiser Wilhelm’s, whose 
obsession wife military parity, 
bickering, and build-up resulted in 
fee bloody wars feat ended wife - 
what else - the bomb. 

India's lack of freedom is not in 
the political sense - it is a func¬ 
tioning democracy - but in the 
economic realm, where statist 
norms, caste traditions, ethnic 
strife, and religious intolerance sti- - 
fie the social and financial mobili¬ 
ty which are essential attributes on 
the road to prosperity. No A-bomb 
will ameliorate any of these, much 
less help Asia herald a century feat 
would succeed America’s. 

Suharto’s downfall, at fee same 
time, unveiled a vast Asian 
domain's social decay which had 
been festering for decades under 
authoritarian nepotism. Here too, 
there may have been some progress 
toward material prosperity, but not 
even a hint of an Asian century. 

Surely, should there ever be an 
Asian century it would emanate 
from the Chinese-Japanese nexus, 
once the Sea of Japan finally wit¬ 
nesses full democracy to its west 
and true capitalism to its east Yet 
judging by fee marginal roles 
played by Tokyo and Beijing dur¬ 
ing this week’s Asian dramas, one 
must wonder whether powers feat 
can't even pull their own region’s 
act together can ever do so with 
mankind itself.

PictureVision to be available through AOL 

The Eastman Kodak company announced an agreement with 
America Online this week, allowing AOL subscribers to get digi¬ 
tized versions of their snapshots returned to their on-line accounts. 
Terms of the three-year exclusive deal were not disclosed. The 
technology used for this service was developed by PictureVision, a 
former start-up established in Jerusalem in which Kodak purchased 
a controlling share in March. PictureVision’s R&D facility is 
located at the Har Hotzvim high-tech park. 

PictureVision CEO Phil Garhnkle said the technology has been 
around for several years but is only now able to be delivered to the 
mass market. “This is completely different from anything tried in 
the past,” Garfinkle said. “You not only can share your thoughts, 
but now we can share memories and experiences as well.” 

Dan Carp, president and CEO of Eastman Kodak Company, said. 
“We started the Kodak Picture Network but it wasn’t moving fast 
enough, so we took a majority position in PictureVision that 
allowed us to make the online backbone.” The “You've Got 
Pictures!" service - expected to be available in the fall - will 
enable the more than 12 million AOL subscribers to store photos in 
a private, on-line photo album. Powered by digital imaging technol¬ 
ogy, regular camera films are developed and the pictures are then 
uploaded to an Internet web site.

laser printer cartridges recycled by kibbutz 

The first shipment of laser printer cartridges recycled at Kibbutz 
Afik on the Golan Heights was sent recently to Holland, from where 
they will be also sold in Germany and Belgium. The kibbutz collects 
the cartridges from all types of laser printers, especially Canon and 
HP. “Instead of die cartridges sitting in garbage dump and causing 
damage to the environment, we are recycling them." said Shmuel 
Viunan, marketing manager of AFIC. 

The Dutch 3P company decided to purchase the cartridges, its first 
recycled product, after they were found fit for European standards 
and competitive with original products. The AFIC company, 50% 
owned by kibbutz, was established in 1982 and also recycles ink and 
bubble-jet printer cartridges.

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Experts: Few options for gas purchase

Israel will be very restricted in 
its ability to purchase natural gas 
in the near future because of 
geopolitics, especially relations 
with the Arab world 
This was the assessment of a 
panel of experts, which yesterday 
addressed the Israel Economic 
Association. 

The government and Israel 
Electric Corporation are holding 
ongoing discussions about the 
country's future energy sources. 

By the end of the year a deci¬ 
sion is expected, which will 
reduce an almost complete 
reliance on coal to 30 percent, 
with the remainder anticipated to 
take the form of natural gas. This 
would be imported via pipeline or 
in a liquefied state (LNG). 

Former energy minister Moshe 
Shahai said the political situation 
in a potential supplier country is 
precarious and Israel should avoid 
relying on such a source. While he 
declined to name the country, oth¬ 
ers participating said he was refer¬ 
ring to Nigeria. 

In practical terms, Egypt is the 
only logical supplier, given its 
geographical proximity, said ener¬ 
gy consultant Amit Mor. 

Intel invests 
in Radguard

Chip maker Intel Corporation 
has recently conducted a capital 
placement in Tel Aviv-based 
Radguard, a developer of secure 
data networking products.

TASE record led by Bank Hapoalim 


Tel Aviv 


Israeli stocks rose to record 
highs yesterday, ied by Bank 
Hapoalim. 

This came as investors, seeing 
expanding loan demand, pur¬ 
chased employee-held shares that 
opened to trading Wednesday at 
the end of a five-year moratorium. 

Bank Hapoalim gained 4.8 per¬ 
cent to 11.23 shekels, its largest 
one-day gain since Ocl 29. That 
helped push the Maof Index of 25 
largest companies 1.97 percent to 
an all-time high of 343.72. 

“Commercial credit demand 
remain strong" for Israel's banks, 
including Hapoalim, said Dov 
Iskowitz, an analyst at Ofek 
Securities and Investments. He 
said Israel's largest bank is inex¬ 
pensive compared with its peers, 
and that its earnings are likely to 
benefit from lower expenses in the 
next few years as it implements 
early-retirement plans for employ¬ 
ees. 

Bank Leumi, the second-largest 
bank, gained 1.9 percent to 7.41 
shekels, and Israel Discount Bank, 
the third lamest bank, rose 1 .1% to 
4.27 shekels. 

Analysis also expect, however, 
that Hapoalim's first-quarter earn¬ 
ings, due next week, will be lower 
than the previous year. 

Bank Hapoalim's gain today is 
“quite a shocker, everyone expect¬ 
ed it to drop pretty strongly,” said 
Ira Slomowitz a trader at Israel 
Brokerage and Investments. 

The shares, while up 33ft this 
year, had slipped 3.6 percent over 
'six days on concern that the about 


20 million newly traded shares 
would depress its price. Some 9.2 
million shares were traded com* 
pared with a three-month daily 
average of 1.5 million. 

Other leading gainers included 
Makhteshim-Agan Industries Ltd., 
rising 2.6ft to 13,6 shekels. The 
chemical and fertilizer products 
maker, which is expected to report 
first- quarter earnings later today, 
extended gains after it said yester¬ 
day it wants to raise 5100 million 
to finance acquisitions and mar¬ 
keting activities by selling new 
equity to shareholders.

UK stocks gained as lower-thun¬ 
expected retail sales raised opti¬ 
mism that interest rates have 
peaked, while a weaker pound 
boosted exporters such as Reckitt 
& Col man Pic and RMC Group 
Pic. 

British retail sales rose 0.1 per¬ 
cent in April, below forecasts of 
0.5 percent, revealing “weak” 
sales growth, said Eddie George, 
Bank of England Governor. 

“The numbers show a cooling 
off of demand.” said Tom Eyre, an 
investment manager at BWD 
Rensburg Ltd., which has 1.6 bil¬ 
lion pounds (S2.6 billion) under 
management. “Rates are firmly on 
hold, but I don’t expect them to 
come down as swiftly as some 
people are expecting.” 

The benchmark FTSE 100 Index 
rose 28.2 points, or 0.48 percent, 
to 5935.6. Among exporters, 
Reckitt & Colman gained 27p to 
1227, Siebe rose 44p to 1514 and

More than 150 Japanese compa¬ 
nies have announced plans in the 
past three days to buy back mil¬ 
lions of their own shares to posh 
up depressed stock prices. 

Sharp Corp^ Nippon Steel 
Corp^ Toyota Motor Corp. and 
Pioneer Electronic Corp. are 
among companies that have 


announced plans to buy back 
shares under the provisions of a 
law that became effective April 1. 
This month alone, at least 300 list¬ 
ed companies have said they will 
buy back or have already bought 
back their shares. 

“It's a freebie, win-win restruc¬ 
turing for Japan,” said Kevin 
Hebner, strategist at SBC 
Warburg. 

“No plants are closed, no work¬ 
ers are fired, there's no cost and 
lots of advantages.” 

Indeed, the announcements had 
an immediate impact on most 
shares. Drugmaker Tanabe 
Seiyaku Go. rose 5.17%, con¬ 
sumer electronics manufacturer 
Sanyo Electric Co. rose 5.73% 
and Asahi Glass Co. rose 4.65% 
as die wave of buybacks helped 
push up the benchmark Nikkei 
225 stock index for a fourth day. 

The Nikkei has risen 600 points 
since Friday, closing at 15,845.25. 

“Investors are just buying the 
shares on the announcement 
effect,” said Craig Chudler, a 
strategist at Salomon Smith 
Barney (Japan). 

StilC Chudler cautioned many of 
the companies may not actually 
buy back their own shares. 

Most of the companies 
announced they will ask sharehold¬ 
ers at their annual general meetings 
on June 26 for permission to change 
their corporate bylaws to allow 
them to buy back their shares using 
their capital reserves. 

“Just because they announce this 
doesn't mean there will ever be 
any time in the future when they 
do it,” Chudler said.

The dollar fell against the yen 
for 2 second day amid optimism 
that the resignation of Indonesia's 
President Suharto represents a step 
towards restored stability in the 
country, whose problems have 
hurt the yen. 

The dollar fell l yen to as low as 
134.88 yen compared with late 
Wednesday and was recently at 
135.18. That adds to a half-yen 
decline on Wednesday. The 
decline also sent the dollar lower 
against the German currency, tak¬ 
ing it to 1.7643 from 1.7712. 

German trading is closed for a 
holiday. 

Economists said the dollar's 
decline is also partly due to the 
Federal Reserve’s decision this 
week to leave its target interest 
rate on hold at 5.50 percent, keep¬ 
ing the money-market return for 


dollar deposits on hold as well. 

"The easing on tensions in 
Indonesia and the Fed's decision 
to keep rales on hold has resulted 
in a big turnaround for dollar-yen 
over the past two days," said 
Gerard Lyons, chief economist at 
DKB International. “We expect 
the dollar to fall to 133 yen by the 
end of Friday." 

The downfall of Suharto - who 
ruled the country of 200 million 
people on more than 13,000 equa¬ 
torial islands with an iron fist - 
came after months of student 
protests that led to more than 500 
deaths.

US bonds rise following Greenspan’s remarks 


US bonds rose after Federal 
Reserve Chairman Alan 
Greenspan said the impact on the 
US from Asia's financial problems 
is just being felt, fueling specula¬ 
tion the Fed will refrain from rais¬ 
ing interest rates. 

Greenspan said that while me 
world economy has so far “avoid¬ 
ed the continuing downward spiral 
some feared" from Asia's econom¬

The Fed chairman's comments 
came in the text of testimony to be

Gingrich has said they will visit 
the proposed site of the new US 
embassy in Jerusalem, saying: 
“The time is come to break the 
ground, build the building." 

Riots broke out in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip last summer 
after the US Congress passed a 
non-binding resolution endorsing 
Jerusalem as Israel's capital and 
reiterating a call to President Bill 
Clinton to move the embassy to 
Jerusalem. 

In 1995 Congress passed legis¬ 
lation calling for the US to move 
its embassy to Jerusalem by 1999. 
But the Clinton administration has 
held off on such a move until the 
Jerusalem question is settled in 
negotiations.

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N ewt Gingrich and Richard 
Gephardt are as tempera - 
mentally opposite as two 
people could be. 

Gingrich. the Republican 
Speaker of the House: loud, 
charismatic, with a you-eiiher- 
love-him-or-you-hate-him per¬ 
sonality. Gephardt the House's 
Democratic leader well, none of 
the above. 

Israel is uniting the conserva¬ 
tive and liberal torchbearers this 
weekend for a four-day visit to 
mark the jubilee. Gingrich 
believes it is the first congres¬ 
sional delegation a speaker has 
ever led to the country. 

As Gephardt puts it. with a 
smile: "We don't get along very 
well on domestic [affairs]. We 
don’t have any persona! problem; 
we just disagree on most things." 

But on their traveling together 
to Israel, he says: 'There’s a mes¬ 
sage here, that two people who 
disagree on most issues do agree 
on this issue, and I think that’s 
important." 

Gingrich and Gephardt are con¬ 
temporaries. bom two years apart 
in the early I94?i.<. joining 
Congress two years apart in the 
.late 1970s, and both considering 
runs for the presidency in 2000.

They are also solidly pro-Israel, 
drawing appreciation throughout 
organized Jewry. 

Gingrich is a longtime advo¬ 
cate of moving the American 
Embassy to Jerusalem and 
upbraided the administration two 
weeks ago For pressuring Israel 
in the negotiations with the 
Palestinians. Gephardt was a 
leader in the mid-1980s in pass¬ 
ing the Israel-US Free Trade 
Agreement. 

To be sure, both before and 
since becoming Speaker in 1994, 
Gingrich has been the more out¬ 
spoken of the two on Middle East 
issues, and in the international 


arena generally. This week, for 
example, be formed a special 
House panel to investigate 
whether Chinese campaign con¬ 
tributions influenced the Clinton 
administration's decision to per¬ 
mit the sale of satellite technolo¬ 
gy to Beijing. 

While Gingrich is a frequent 
critic of US President Bill 
Clinton, it is Senate minority 
leader Tom Daschle, rather than 
Gephardt, who most often makes 
the Democrats' case. 

But on substance, to choose 
between them is to split hairs. 
AEPAC's former director Morris 
Amitay defines them as: 
“Gephardt, the consistent sup¬ 
porter Gingrich, the consistent 
and vocal supporter." 

In interviews on Wednesday in 
their well-appointed offices in the 
Capitol building, both Gingrich 
and Gephardt stressed ihe 
endurance of bipartisanship in 
Congress’ support for Israel, as 
symbolized by their joint visit 
They reiterated that the Clinton 
administration should not be dic¬ 
tating terms of a peace agreement 
to Israel or tlie Palestinians. 

They also credited Prime 
Minister Binyamin Netanyahu for 
making progress in his 1996 
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pledge to gradually wean Israel off 
its annual $1.2 billion economic 
aid package. 

GINGRICH AND Gephardt 
arrive tomorrow with their wives, 
Marianne and Jane, respectfully. 
They are bound to make a splash 
on Jerusalem's Derech Hebron on 
Monday when they hold a press 
conference calling for the US to 
break ground there and build its 
embassy, as it is bound to do by 
□ext May under 199S legislation, 
cosponsored by Gingrich. 

Both Gephardt and Gingrich 
reject the suggestion that the 
event will anger Palestinians. 

“1 don't see it that way, and I 
wouldn't want people to see it 
that way,” says Gephardt, sitting 
on a red sofa beneath a painting 
of the Eads Bridge, which spans 
the Mississippi River in his native 
Sl Louis. 

“We will make it dear that our 
bill says what it says, and we will 
explain that. But it is not meant to 
be provocative or to try to prede¬ 
termine what the final decisions 
will be.” 

*Tm very excited about the 
opportunity to be at the embassy 
site,” says Gingrich, alternately 
chugging a can of Diet Coke and 
rubbing one foot against the 
other, without shoes. 

His office is just meters from 
the Capitol’s Rotunda, where he 
bad seen Yitzhak Rabin at a con¬ 
gressional Jerusalem 3000 cele¬ 
bration, a week before Rabin’s 
assassination. 

“No sophisticated person can 
have any doubt that Jerusalem is 
going to remain the capital of 
Israel. No Israeli government can 
give up Jerusalem - period. 

“Furthermore, there's no other 
country in the world where we 
don't accept the capital as defined 
by the state. We don’t say to the 
Chinese: ‘We’ll be glad to put our 
embassy in Shanghai.’ 

“I would say to the Palestinians 
that they would get much further 
towards peace by accepting reali¬ 
ty. Whatever happens to the 
Palestinian claim. Jerusalem 
clearly will remain the capital of 
Israel. Whether there are arrange¬ 
ments made between the 
Palestinians and Israel to accom¬ 
modate a Palestinian interest is 
between the Palestinians and 
rsrael.” 


IN ISRAEL, the group, which 
includes Appropriations Committee 
chairman Robert Livingston, will 
meet with Prime Minister 
Binyamin Netanyahu, President 
Ezer Weizman and Jerusalem 
Mayor Ehud Olmen, among others. 

They will also see King 
Hussein in Jordan before going 
on to Bosnia. After that, 
Gephardt continues to Russia and 
Poland, and Gingrich to Rome. 

The delegation is seeking an 
audience on Wednesday with 
Palestinian Authority Chairman 
Yasser Arafat 

Gingrich plans to tell Arafat the 
same thing in private that he has 
stated many times publicly: “that 
it’s very disappointing” that 
Arafat has not altered the PLO 
Covenant or fought terrorism 
more forcefully, and that “efforts 
to incite emotion and violence 
undermine die peace process.” 

But Gingrich also wants to 
offer Arafat a carrot: help in 
arranging joint ventures between 
Americans and Palestinians that 
the speaker sees as a “win-win 
relationship” for Palestinians and 
Israelis. . . ........ 

Gingrich says, he. iiu$ndfi. : ,to 
research the‘Treasons .why.-the 
administration's attempt at just 
such a project. Builders for 
Peace, collapsed after four years. 
His plan, he hopes, will turn out 
better. 

T don’t think you can give up,” 
he says. “If you don’t find a way 
to have joint ventures creating 
wealth, I don’t know of any way 
to create the environment in 
which psnp'c “.an feci positive 
about a better future.” 

GEPHARDT SEES himself as 
such a person. He is a self- 
described optimist, preferring to 
see the peace process, despite the 
lengthy stalemate, as a work in 
progress tbat will ultimately suc¬ 
ceed. 

A dose of positive thinking, he 
maintains, would do the Israelis and 
Palestinians a world of good, too. 

T think it’s important always to 
step back from the day-to-day, 
back-and-forth and understand 
the progress that’s been made.

T’m very optimistic and take 
die long view and I see the glass 
as half-full, not half-empty.... We 
need to be more positive. I also 
think positive thinking helps 
make further breakthroughs. I 
think we’re too near-sighted in 
the way we look at all this and too 
negative, and both tendencies 
hurl the peace process.” 

Gingrich has not said so out¬ 
right, but his record indicates he 
is not convinced that Israel and 
the Palestinians can reach peace. 
He is hopeful, he says. While 
favoring a negotiated peace, he is 
as publicly skeptical of Arafat's 
intentions as Netanyahu is. 

Over the past month. Congress 
challenged what it feared was 
Washington's looming show¬ 
down with Jerusalem over 
American proposals for an Israeli 
redeployment A majority of both 
houses seat Clinton a series of 
letters urging him to stay the 
course in the peace process and to 
not publicly pressure Israel. Both 
Gingrich and Gephardt signed the 
House letter. 

Some in the administration crit¬ 
icized Congress’s actions and 
claimed that Republicans were 
engaged in partisanship and were 
pandering to the American Jewish 
community to draw political sup¬ 
port and campaign rending. 

Not surprisingly, Gingrich is a 


lightning rod for those charges. 

The day after Secretary of State 
Madeleine Albright’s London 
statements laying out conditions 
for Israel to attend a White House 
summit, Gingrich convened a 
press conference in the Capitol to 
denounce the maneuver as a bul¬ 
lying tactic. 

He had earlier invited Democrats 
to join him on the podium, but they 
declined and staged their own 
press event an hour later. 

And on Tuesday, he compared 
Washington’s perceived ultimatum 
to Jerusalem to an Israeli diplo¬ 
mat's telling the US he had a “bet¬ 
ter way to defend Texas” or wanti¬ 
ng to “redefine the Canadian- 
American border because we 
know it better than you do.” 

ASKED ABOUT Gingrich's 
attacks, Gephardt says that dis¬ 
cussing the issue further would 
exacerbate the situation. 

T don’t want to characterize 
it,” he says with a chuckle. 
“That’s counterproductive. I 
don’t want to criticize others for 
being counterproductive. 

.. TJiope-dtey aren’t.. I hope 
everything, we-’re doing on both 
sides of the political aisle in the 
US is nothing but helpful. We 
just need to work hard, to try to 
keep it that way.” 

Gephardt says he signed the 
House letter to Clinton out of a 
belief tbat the administration’s 
job is only “to be a convener. We 
don’t help that process by pub¬ 
licly stating positions that we 
want the parties to take. I don’t 
think we've done that.” 

Gingrich, in his interview, says 
much the same except that he 
believes the administration has 
already gone beyond the facilita¬ 
tor role. 

Both leaders also have an open 
mind on Netanyahu's reported 
interest in securing an additional 
$1 billion in American aid to cover 
security-related costs of aU Israeli 
redeployments through a final 
peace agreement with the PA. 

Gephardt will not “ode any¬ 
thing in or out,” saying that 
Congress will “tiy io be helpful 
and supportive in making the 
mechanical progress go forward.” 

Says Gingrich: “As a one-time 
transition payment, if we could 
participate as we are in Ireland and 
elsewhere, we would want to be 
helpful ...just as we have in Sinai.

Peace, Egyptian-style 
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suitors are we; the lady 
1 the river may serve us lukfr- 
warm tea in her sitting room, 
bat for all oar panting we wOl never 
get past the bedroom door. 

We should stop trying so hard to 
achieve a “warm peace** with 
Egypt, says Ephraim Dubek, 
Israel’s former ambassador to 
Cairo, himself bom alongside the 
Nile. In a new book, he advises that 
we be content with having been 
invited civilly inside the house 
rather than having chamber pots 
dumped on us from the roof. 

“Relations with Egypt will not 
warm up even if we have a peace 
settlement with the. Palestinians, 
even one that gives them a capital 
in Jerusalem,” says Dubek, coun¬ 
tering those who attribute Egypt's 
'coolness toward'- Israel to the 
absence of a comprehensive'peace 
in die region. r ’ 

Dubek is no right-wing' Arab 
basher. He is fond of his native 
Egypt and its people and be served 
on Jerusalem’s city council for the 
Labor Party. He believes, howev¬ 
er. that the face of Egyptian policy 
is as inscrutable to most Israelis as 
that of the sphinx. Israel’s dignity 
and interests would be better 
served, Dubek believes, if it 
understood official Egypt’s tbin- 
lipped visage for what it is. 

Former Egyptian Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs Butros 
Butros-Ghali once put it to die 
Israeli diplomat bluntly, but not 
unkindly. “He said that for years 
Israel had been at the center of 
Egyptian consciousness. ‘We 
thought about you all the time,’ he 
said. ‘We tried to destroy you, but 
didn’t succeed. Finally we accept¬ 
ed you as an undeniable fact. But 
now that we have made peace with 
you, we are going to bring you 
back to your real dimensions. 

“ ‘You are a small country, a poor 
country, foil of internal conflicts,' 
he continued. ‘We accept your exis¬ 
tence in die region, bat we don’t see

"There is no such thing as warm 
or cold peace, only warm and cold 
relations. Peace is a concrete 
thing, and this the Egyptians have 
given us. There are open borders, 
there are embassies and con¬ 
sulates, Israeli ships pass through 
the Suez Canal, they sell us petrol, 
there is a semblance of commerce 
and tourism." 

Semblance is an appropriate 
word for those diminishing forms 
of interchange, but the Egyptians 
have shown scrupulous respect for 
die critical military annex of the 
Camp David agreements regarding 
the demilitarization of die Sinai. 

“I believe the Egyptian position 
is quite legitimate," says Dubek. 
“They don’t want a New Middle 
East They don’t want to bring in a 
pushy new partner. This is legiti¬ 
mate as long as they remain-com¬ 
mitted to peace. Aid I'm con¬ 
vinced that they are as committed 
to peace as the Pope is to 
Catholicism. They are committed 
because it is in their interest. They 
will not go to war again for the 
Palestinians or Syria, and they 


don’t want the Suez Canal shut 
down again.” 

This attitude is summed up in the 
title of Dubek's book U’bchol Zoi 
Shalom (Peace, in Spile of It Alt). Its 
publication comes in advance of the 
2Qdi anniversary of the September 
1978 Camp David Accords. 

A member of a Zionist move¬ 
ment in his youth, Dubek arrived 
in Israel from Egypt in 1949 at age 
18. After helping found Kibbutz 
Kfar Aza in the south, he was sent 
by die Labor Party to Beit She'an 
where he served as head of the 
Labor Council and then as mayor. 
He joined the foreign service in 
1962. Following the Camp David 
accords, he was a member of the 
first Israeli diplomatic legation to 
Cairo, headed by Eliahu Ben- 
Elissar. 

After an interval that included a 
period on Jerusalem’s city council, 
he returned to Cairo in 1990, this 
time as ambassador. After his 
Cairo stint, he became Israel’s first 
ambassador to India. 

The cocoon of security guards 
dial surrounds the Israeli embassy 
in Cairo is there not only to protect 
the Israeli diplomats but to limit 
their contact with the Egyptian 
populace, says Dubek. “I was con¬ 
stantly shadowed.” 

If an ordinary Egyptian is seen 
to enter into contact with Israeli 
diplomats he is visited by security 
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agents and warned to back off. By 
contrast, Egypt's ambassador in 
Israel has ready access to every 
strata of society and every interest 
group in the country. 

The attempt to isolate the Israeli 
diplomats in Cairo reflects, in 
Dubek’s view, Egypt’s desire to 
isolate Israel in the Middle East. 
In the first flush of diplomatic 
relations, more than SO normaliza¬ 
tion accords were signed- between 
the two countries in fields ranging 
from banking to culture. 

“We thought this would begin a 
dynamic of peace, but they took a 
series of steps to prevent any of 
these things being implemented.” 
Dubek said. 

In commerce for instance, Israel 
is the only country for which 
Egyptian businessmen are required 
to obtain permission from (he 
security authorities before apply¬ 
ing for an export or import license. 

The volume of trade between the 
two countries when Dubek first 
served in Cairo in 1982 was a 
modest but promising 582 million. 
When he returned in 1990 it had 
shrunk to $12 million. Most of the 
so-called Egyptian tourists enter¬ 
ing Israel are Palestinians with 
Egyptian passports visiting rela¬ 
tives in the Gaza Strip. 

Every professional association 
in Egypt has taken measures to 
prevent contact between its mem¬ 
bers and Israel. What is not wide¬ 
ly known, says Dubek. is that 
these associations are generally 
headed by the minister in whose 
area of responsibility they fall. 

Thus, while the Egyptian gov¬ 
ernment disassociated itself from 
the Arab boycott of Israel, its min¬ 
isters were effectively implement¬ 
ing such a boycott. This official 
frigidity, says Dubek, is in marked 
contrast with the warm attitude 
toward Israel and peace of the 
Egyptian populace. 

To the extent that relations exist, 
the Egyptian authorities prefer that

they not appeal loo natural. Thus 
while Israeli tourists are welcome, 
says Dubek. the Egyptians inject 
an element of tension by checking 
for counterfeit dollars at the bor¬ 
der control point with Israel at 
Rafiah. the only one of its borders 
where it makes such a check. 

Israelis living in Egypt have 
been arbitrarily expelled, while 
Egyptians who warned to establish 
an Egyptian-Israeli friendship 
society were arrested. The exis¬ 
tence of an Israeli textile plant. 
Delta, in Egypt L "the exception 
that proves the rule,'’ says Dubek. 

"For us to believe that Egypt can 
be a mediator between Israel and 
the Palestinians or the Syrians is 
preposterous.’" he says ”As the 
biggest Aran country ti has to serve 
.Arab interests, and that is legiti¬ 
mate. They also warn to wash them¬ 
selves of two acts that were regard¬ 
ed as betrayals in ths .Arab world - 
the peace treaty with Israel and the 
alliance with die United Steces 
against Iraq in the O'sl?

Ii> President H^snr Vubarak's 
credit, says Dubek. he is faithfully 
following the strategy laid down 
by president Anwar Sadat in 
embracing the r.olion of peace 
itself while keeping bilaiera! rela¬ 
tions on a low burner. 

“After Sadat >. j^jssination. 
Mubarak could he%e said tl.-at while 
he was obliged to r.onor a peace 
agreement already .aer-cd. Sadat 
had gone too far in iMkriig peace 
with Israel. But he d'«;n 1 . He never 
denounced the Ucaiy.' 

When the A ran i.eawe. which 
had expelled Egypt f:l?:vLr.g the 
peace treaty, to-k Cairo back 1:110 
its fold in ISrS9.■* is o;i L^ypi's 
terms, inducing t*uJ to •miii.irv 
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confrontation with Israel. Even 
Israel’s invasion of Lebanon in 
1982 did not lead Egypt to sever 
relations. Cairo did recall its 
ambassador bui only, says Dubek. 
after running the idea past the 
Americans and getting their nod. 

The Egyptian elite is firmly con¬ 
vinced that The Protocols of the 
Elders of Zion are true, says Dubek. 
However, they do not interpret this 
crass concoction in die antisemitic 
spirit in which it was written. Its 
description of an international 
Jewish conspiracy is, in fact, 
viewed with a measure of awe. 

During the rioting by African- 
Americans in the Los Angeles 
neighborhood of Watts, an Egyptian 
deputy prime minister told Dubek 
that the riois were inspired by 
American Jewry wreaking revenge 


on Washington for refusing Israel’s 
request for a loan guarantee. 

“Egypt’s objective is to keep 
Israel more or less isolated in the 
region and to replace it as the priv¬ 
ileged partner of Europe and the 
US,” says Dubek. ’They say that if 
Israel penetrates Egypt it will take 
over the banks and spoil the youth. 
They intend to show the other Arab 
countries how to make peace with 
Israel without letting Israel invade 
their intimacy. 

Mubarak told the Arab countries 
who were angry over the peace 
treaty: ‘We had to sign a peace 
with the Jews, but what did we 
give them? Nothing. What did we 
get? Sinai.”’ 

What Egypt gave, however, was 
not nothing. "They have given us 
the essence of peace.” says Dubek.

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Flowers and furor 


D espite the general impres¬ 
sion fostered by the local 
media, the European 
Union’s chief complaint against 
Israel is not that “settler" products 
are being sneaked into Europe and 
sold duty-free. Rather, said an EU 
diplomatic source, the main objec¬ 
tion is that Israeli officials are 
making it “nearly impossible” for 
Palestinians to export their own 
goods duty-free to the continent. 

Furthermore, if Israel allowed 
Palestinian farmers and manufac¬ 
turers to export their products 
directly to Europe, instead of 
through Israeli middlemen, then 
the problem of Israeli “settler” 
products coming into Europe 
could likely be worked out the 
source added. 

After all, Israeli goods grown or 
manufactured over the Green Line 
- in the West Bank, Gaza, Golan 
Heights or post-1967 Jerusalem - 
have been stamped “Made In 
Israel” and sold duty-free in 
Europe roughly since the EU 
signed a free-trade agreement with 
Israel in 1975. The ELI knew this, 
of course, but never made an issue 
our of it until, this past year, when 
it -became^ increasingly dismayed 
by the Netanyahu government’s 
handling of the peace process, the 
source noted. 

Israeli trade officials, mean¬ 
while, say the claim that they are 
harassing Palestinian exporters is 
complete nonsense. 

“We’re doing the Palestinians a 
favor,” said Zvi Alon. the 
Agriculture Ministry’s' deputy 
director-general for foreign trade. 
Palestinian exporters actually 
asked Israel to sell their goods in 
Europe, knowing that there was no 
way they could match Israel’s 
powerhouse marketing network 
on the continent, Alon said 
, Palestinian trade officials, howev¬ 
er, say the EU is rightly echoing the 
complaints they’ve been making 
against Israel for quite some time. 

And although Finance Minister 
Yaakov Nee man gave the impres¬ 
sion after meeting with EU repre¬ 
sentatives on Wednesday that the

conflict with Europe had been 
defused, the EU says it hasn’t 

While agreeing with Nee man 
that the EU is not threatening any 
boycott or sanctions against Israeli 
products, David Kriss. press offi¬ 
cer for the EU delegation in Israel, 
said “To the best of my knowl¬ 
edge there has been absolutely no 
change in the [EU’s] position, and 
what was said m the communica¬ 
tions [containing die complaints 
against Israel] still stands.” 

EU ministers are expected to 
discuss the matter in a meeting on 
Monday or two weeks afterward 
Kriss added 

The EU’s accusations last week 
about “settler" products and 
harassment of Palestinian 
exporters caused a furor in Israel. 
Prime Minister Netanyahu threat¬ 
ened to retaliate by freezing 
Europe out of the peace process, 
and by making it harder for 
Palestinians to work in Israel. 
Zalman Shoval, incoming ambas¬ 
sador to the US, said the EU’s 
position was reminiscent of boy¬ 
cotts against Jewish products dur¬ 
ing the Nazi era. 

That provoked a retort by 
Miguel Marin, head of the EU’s 
relations with Israel and the 
Mediterranean region, who said 
Europe did not intend to listen to 
“lectures from Tel Aviv.’’ 

The EU diplomatic source inter¬ 


viewed for this article said EU 
officials in Brussels are “sur¬ 
prised” that Netanyahu is “bolding 
the Palestinians ransom” over the 
dispute, and that Shoval’s remarks 
“caused a lot of dismay” in the EU 
capital. 

The EU diplomatic source noted 
that the objections made last week 
about “settler” products and harass¬ 
ment of Palestinian exporters were 
first raised last July in a Jettor 
Marin to then-Foreign Minister 
David Levy. “But nothing was done 
about it” the source added. 

Asked why the matter was being 
pressed now, the source replied, “If 
you ask me would we have done 
this during die Rabin administra¬ 
tion, when the peace process was at 
its height, the answer is that we 
didn't do iL There was a different 
political atmosphere then, a sense 
that everyone was working for a 
common cause. As for why we did¬ 
n’t blow the whistle then and are 
blowing die whistle now, you can 
draw yoor own conclusions." 

The EU, he explained, is empha¬ 
sizing the Palestinian exporters’ dif¬ 
ficulties, not die problem of “set¬ 
tler” products, because die EU, as 
die PA’s largest foreign donor, has 
become fed up watching the 
Palestinian economy go from bad to 
worse during die peace process. 

“Europe is putting a lot of 
money into the PA to try to get it to 


stand on its feet, and we feel that 
every closure of die territories or 
other interference with the 
Palestinian economy [causes] us 
to put more burdens on European 
taxpayers,” die source said. 

Palestinian exporters who want 
to stamp their products “Made In 
Palestine” and export them duty¬ 
free to Europe “face a mountain 
of petty procedures that makes 
their life very difficult,” the 
source said. “Often Palestinian 
exporters come to the conclusion 
that it's easier to sell their [agri¬ 
cultural] products to [Israel’s 
agricultural marketing agency] 
Agrexco,” which in turn stamps 
diem “Made In Israel” and sends 
diem on to Europe, the source 
added. Any Palestinian trying to 
export* directly to Europe “is a 
brave man.” the source aid. 

The main problems for 
Palestinian exporters come at die 
Erez checkpoint and Asbdod port, 
where Israeli officials typically hold 
up their goods for lengthy security 
or trade inspections, said Sa’id 
Sha'ath, in charge of international 
relapons, . for the Palestinian 
Chaml^icrfCtoriMneibe. ..... ; 

' sell 80 million flowers a 
year, for'example. Rowers have to 
be exported within 24 hours of 
being picked, but sometimes 
they’re held up for 48 hours, by 
which time they're ready to be 
thrown out,” Sha’ath said. 
“[Israeli officials] always say it's 
security, security, as if there’s a 
bomb in the flowers.”

makes any profit this way, he said, 
but it’s better than marking his crop 
“Made In Palestine** and letting it 
go completely to waste in trucks 
kept standing for days, he said. 

Asked why he thought Israel 
was making life so hard for 
Palestinian exporters, Sha’ath 
replied, “They want us to remain 
dependent on them, they don't 
want us to develop an independent 
economy." 

Yet the Agriculture Ministry's 
Alon, who is himself a moshav 
flower grower and chai rman of the 
Israel Rower Council, is infuriated 
by the charges. “It's such total, 
absolute rubbish. This is what the 
Palestinian politicians say because 
it's not easy for them to admit that 
they don’t have the ability to export 
on their own. It’s not pleasant for 
them to admit that they prefer 
exporting through Agrexco or the 
Flower Council.” Israel, hie raid, 
has spent decades learning how to 
sell produce al European standards, 
in price competition with African 
and South American farmers who 
pay their hired hands SI a day. “It’s 
about as easy as parting the Red 
Sea. Maybe in three or four years a 
few Palestinians will be up to it, but 
not now.” The Rower Council, he 
insisted, does not discriminate 
between Palestinian and Israeli 
growers - they pay die same com¬ 
mission to the council, and get the 
same monetary return when the 
flowers are sold at European auc¬ 
tions. 

Palestinians see the obvious 
advantages of having Israel export 
their goods to Europe. Alon con¬ 
tinued.

The trade dispute between

Steadying my band against the 
tremors of antic ipation, I pour 
mineral water into* crystal tum¬ 
blers and pop the lid off a brown 
plastic pill-bottle. 

Inside. is ■treasured booty. 10 
little' tablets, diamond-shaped 
and the color of a summer 
evening sky. They are -Viagra, the 
“Pfizer Riser," .the latest version 
of the love potion we men have 
sought since time' immemorial, 
the one to guarantee male pride' 
and passion. -Only this one is 
from the laboratories of late 
20th-century science rather than 
the cauldrons of witchcraft and 
snake oil. Doctors seem to be 
convinced that it works. 

In America, it costs $10 a' piU, 
available by prescription only (in 
Israel it's NIS 62 a pill). In die 
first three weeks of legal avail¬ 
ability 300,000 prescriptions 
were filled. The share value of 
Pfizer Inc, a research-based phar¬ 
maceutical company, have risen 
60 per cent as Viagra outsells 
even Prozac, the last prescription 
dope to achieve the status of a 
household name. 

Sales should top $300 million 
this year, and more than $1 bil¬ 
lion a year thereafter. Doctors 
have been ordering rubber 
stamps to ease their writer’s 
cramp. One has even been flog¬ 
ging prescriptions via e-mail. 

Viagra is being marketed as a 
cure for impotence. It works 
directly on the blood supply to 
the genitals - female as well as 
mal.e,, although jtisqot y£t tec- 
om mended for ladiei.-ind is/the 
first drug that can claim to be a 
proper physical cure for “erectile 
dysfunction.” 

It opens the gates to the blood 
supply necessary to inflate the 
penis, while closing the gates 
that allow it to drain away again 
for the return to flaccidity. 

The trick that has the urologists 
and sexologists buzzing - along 
with their customers - is that it 
will do this in 80 per cent of 
cases regardless of whether 
impotence is caused by old age, 
psychological hang-ups or the 
results of surgery for such condi¬ 
tions as prostate cancer. 

“This,” says Dr Fernando 
Borges, of the Florida Impotency 
Center in a celebrated evaluation, 
“is pretty close to the magic bul¬ 
let.” There is talk of Viagra par¬ 
ties. The nation is braced for the 
plunge into a geriatric Satyricon. 

But, as Time magazine shrewd¬ 
ly- spotted when it elevated 
Viagra to the status of cover 
story, the drug has instantly been 
perceived and adopted as a 
potency pill. This is different 
from being merely a cure for 
impotency. 


Who among us would hesitate 
to shell out SID a piU for added 
potency, for that magnificent one 
to have the girls bowing as if 
before the Great Corn King? 
There is bound to be a burgeon¬ 
ing black market for this. 

The pill and- its promise are 
simply the perfect fit with the 
Zeitgeist, .the culture of the times 
m Millennial America. As the 
pundits never tire of telling, the 
fin de si&cle sees the fabled Baby 
Boom generation passing their 
own half-centuries with their 
organs weakening but their aspi¬ 
rations and demands for self- 
gratification as perky as ever. 

“It's not just a pharmaceutical 


word in this case - and has never 
been one to underestimate the 
value of sex to good health.

Take between 50mg and 
lOOmg, one tab or two, approxi¬ 
mately one hour before sexual 
activity is to begin. Arousal is not 
automatic, as it has been with 
Viagra’s crude predecessor, the 
injection straight to the base of 
the penis, so normal stimulation 
and erotic foreplay is recom¬ 
mended. Then just carry on until 
the earth moves.

IT SEEMS a bit odd at first, 
snuggled under the quilt against a 
sudden evening chill, trying to 
resist the urge simply to drift off 
into a nice long sleep. Plenty of 
Boomers, no doubt, have 60s 
memories of love enhanced by 
all sorts of stimulants, but this is 
different 1 can’t feel a thing. 

Viagra, according to the Pfizer 
press release, is at this moment 
“racreasing the blood flow to the 
penis ^necessary for establishing 
and'maintaining ah erection. The 
drug accomplishes this by selec¬ 
tively blocking the enzyme phos¬ 
phodiesterase type 5, which 
breaks down cyclic guanosin'e 
monophosphate fcGMP), a nec¬ 
essary component in allowing 
blood to flow into the penis". 

Really? Everything seems nor¬ 
mal to me. And then, rather sud¬ 
denly and without much of an 
erotic overtone, comes an urge to 
visit the bathroom.

Since, truth to tell and touching

before we have a chance to block 
that phosphodiesterase 5 and 
experience the primal joy of the 
satyr at the peak of his powers ... 

The beloved, cheeks nicely 
flushed, wants to know what she 
can expect, so we fetch our issue 
of Time announcing that Yes! 
Viagra works! Rather kindly, she 
suggests that we can do without 
little blue pills for quality, but 
she would always be ready to 
consider quantity. 

We ponder the "downside" 
table of potential side-effects: 
headaches, blue-tinted vision, 
blackouts if you are on nitroglyc¬ 
erine treatment for low blood 
pressure, priapism (which means 
stuck with an erection for four 
hours or more) and even coital 
coronaries. 

All but the headaches are actu¬ 
ally unlikely, and we decide it is 
a bit late to wony now. 

The potential social effects of 
the erectile magic bullet are more 
amusing. In an age of feminism 
and even “girl power,” it seems 
the man has been in danger of 
emasculation, and thus flaccidity. 
This pill could save the gender. 

Watch out, girls, I have eight 
left and according to Bob 
Guccione of Penthouse magazine 
I am newly empowered. 

But Camille Paglia, “post-fem¬ 
inist” critic of American acade¬ 
mia, seems to see a darker ratio¬ 
nale for the fading of masculini¬ 
ty: In America, 30 million men 
suffer from erectile dysfunction, 
half of whom are under the age 
of 65. And that's only the ones 
who admit it.

Regulating a society’s values 


T here are many similarities 
between the constitutional 
climates of Israel and 
Canada, says Irwin Cotier. 
Underlying them is a shared social 
and legal culture. 

Both countries, the McGill 
University law professor and 
international human rights expert 
points out, are parliamentary 
democracies which for many 
decades conducted their affairs 
without a written constitution. 

Both have a mixed legal heritage 
that includes civil and common 
law. Both reject the absolute sepa¬ 
ration of church and state, and 
both are concerned with group 
rights, as opposed to the US, for 
example, which emphasizes indi¬ 
vidual rights. 

Finally, both countries are multi¬ 
cultural - they recognize the rights 
not only of linguistic minorities, 
but also of national minorities. 

In a speech at Haifa University 
in 1992, in which he coined the 
now-famous term “constitutional 
revolution” to describe the recent¬ 
ly approved Basic Law: Human 
Dignity and Freedom and Basic 
Law: Freedom of Occupation. 
Supreme Court Justice Aharon 
Barak pointed out that the Israeli 
“mini-constitution” was modeled 
after the Canadian Charter of 
Rights. 

Legal experts from Israel and 
Canada met last week at Tel Aviv 
University to consider the consti¬ 
tutional revolution that took 
place in 1982 in Canada, and a 
decade later in Israel. The discus¬ 
sion was sponsored by the 
Canada-Israel Legal Cooperation 
Program and the Raphael 
Taubenschlag Institute of 
Criminal Law. and speakers 
included Barak, now Supreme 
Court president, Israeli Supreme 
Court Justice Yitzhak Zamir, 
retired justice Menahem Elon. 
and Canadian Supreme Court 
justices Frank lacobucci and Ian 
Binnie.

The problem is finding the best 
and truest way to do it Barak said 
he has been working on a theory 
of interpretation for the past 15 
years. 

“Our main concern must be: 
How can we judges develop 
objective, principled techniques? 
There must be a textual source for 
the interpretation. We give mean¬ 
ing to the text, but we don’t 
invent it” 

Barak added that he wholly sup¬ 
ported the Canadian Supreme 
Court decision on Vrien - not 
because the justices “read in” the 
sexual orientation provision to the 
provincial human rights law from 
within that law, but because anoth¬ 
er, and higher, text - the constitu¬ 
tion - dictated iL 

The text remains as is, and the 
text of the Alberta law does not 
include sexual preference,” said 
Barak. “But the court said: Out of 
the constitution comes a principle, 
telling you to add sexual prefer¬ 
ence to the law as a constitutional 


dictate.” 

Barak added that unlike politi¬ 
cians, who are concerned with the 
short term, judges must consider 
the deepest meanings of die con¬ 
stitution for society. This attitude, 
he noted, is understandably bound 
to create conflicts between the two 
branches of government “We 
should be principled, and we 
should be criticized,” Barak said. 

0oo, wbo served on the bench 
after die “constitutional revolu¬ 
tion” and became Barak’s chief 
opponent until his retirement, said 
he did not consider the two basic 
human rights laws a constitution, 
but rather “of constitutional 
nature.” 

“I want to remind you that our 
‘constitution’ was accepted by a 
simple minority,” said Hon. “Less 
than Half the members of the 
Knesset participated in die vote, 
which was 24-23 in favor. In a par¬ 
liament of 120 members, such a 
vote is like winning 1-0.” 

Elon also noted that the basic 
laws do not incorporate the ele¬ 
ment dial distinguishes (hem from 
the constitution of any other coun¬ 
try: their declared intention to 
“anchor the values of the state of 
Israel as a Jewish and democratic 
state,” and not just a democratic 
state. 

Jewish values have been 
embodied in Jewish legislation 
for centuries, said Elon. Because 
the Jewish community in exile 
was autonomous for most of its 
history, it fashioned its own legal 
system, which was pluralistic 
and humane. From the 7tb to the 
18tb centuries rabbis issued 
350.000 responsa. Elon noted 
that he always tried to include 
Jewish law in the arguments be 
used to reach his decisions on the 
bench. 

“We have to find a synthesis 
between die Jewish and the demo¬ 
cratic elements,” Elon continued. 
Bul he added, the special contri¬ 
bution of Jewish law is its empha¬ 
sis on human obligations along¬ 
side human rights. 

“The synthesis has to create a 
situation of there being not only 
basic rights but also basic respon¬ 
sibilities, not just a bill of rights 
but a bill of duties. And this is a 
very difficult problem in Western 
democracies today. The emphasis 
on self-realization and individual 
autonomy is so strong worldwide 
that there are problems in family 
life, criminal law,- and many, 
many other areas.” Perhaps other 
systems'can learn from Israel 'to 
synthesize rights and duties, Elon 
said. 

He cited the problem of the 
homeless. In Israel, he said, there 
would be no need for any special 
law because it is against Jewish 
values to allow the perpetuation of 
a situation in which there are 
homeless people.

Habibie’s swearing-in as 
Indonesia’s third president since 
the country won independence 
from the Dutch in 1945 is likely to 
anger opposition leaders, who 
may believe Suharto will continue 
to exercise power from the side¬ 
lines. 

Last week Suharto told reporters 
he would like to "guide from 
behind” if he resigned. He did not 
elaborate. 

Amien Rais, bead of 
Indonesian's opposition forces, 
urged Habibie to consider his job 
a “temporary profession.” 

Rais demanded elections to 
choose a new president within six 
months. 

Habibie is expected to announce 
his new cabinet today. 

In his first address to the nation 
as president, Habibie pledged to 
meet all of the coun&y’s interna¬ 
tional commitments, including 


those to the International 
Monetary Fund. The IMF has 
arranged a $43 billion aid pack¬ 
age, though its implementation 
has been delayed. 

Habibie also held out an olive 
branch to student protesters, but 
cautioned that the reform process 
would proceed “by stages.” 

Soldiers and tanks still con¬ 
trolled downtown Jakarta, a stark 
reminder of the tensions remain¬ 
ing after last week's riots. The 
armed forces commander 
appealed for calm. 

Suharto, 76, surrounded by his 
top aides and the nation’s military 
chiefs, stepped to die microphone 
at the presidential palace as a mil¬ 
itary attache handed him die resig¬ 
nation letter to read. 

Speaking slowly, Suharto said: 
“For the support and help from the, 
people of Indonesia that I have 
received during my leadership, I 
ask for forgiveness if there are any 
mistakes or shortcomings.” 

Suharto’s resignation settles one 
question, but opens several other 


issues: 

• Habibie, who owes his rise to 
Suharto, must seek to prevent a 
new round of unrest as die coun¬ 
try's troubles mount Last week’s 
riots killed 500 and caused more 
than $lb. in damage in Jakarta 
alone. 

Suharto said Habibie would 
serve out die current presidential 
term until 2003, though he may 
turn out to be merely a transition 
figure if new elections are held. 

' • The newly emboldened oppo¬ 
sition movement may continue its 
challenge to Indonesia’s tradition¬ 
al mili tary do minance 

• Suharto's family gained con¬ 
trol over much of the country’s 
economy under die former presi¬ 
dent's aegis. Family members and 
cronies may well find themselves 
more exposed. 

There was no immediate indica¬ 
tion of what Suharto, a retired 
general, plans to do now that he 
has stepped down. 

After his resignation, the riding 
Golkar parly said Suharto would 


remain as chairman of its advisory 
board, at least until October. 

At the White House, US 
President Bill Clinton welcomed 
Suharto's resignation, saying it 
“provides an opportunity to begin 
a process leading to a real democ¬ 
ratic transition for Indonesia.” 

Just two days after promising a 
gradual transition of leadership, 
Suharto stood before his nation, 
telling them the end had come. 

His drab, short-sleeved shirt 
contrasted with the ornate trap¬ 
pings of the Istana Merdeka 
palace, where he had received 
scores of .world leaders since 
assuming power in 1966. 

Looking stunned, Suharto left Wp 
the' palace for the tost time as 
leader, helped into a waiting black 
Mercedes-Benz limousine by his 
eldest daughter, Siti Hardiyanu 
Rukmana. 1

NEW YORK -The latest wild 
pitch was thrown by American 
League President Gene Budig. It 
clocked in at 5 
mph on the radar 
gun and landed 
well south of the 
target It smacked 
Baltimore Orioles 
pitcher Armando 
Benitez not upside die head, but 
right on the wrist 

For almost turning Tino 
Martinez into vegetable, soup 
and then inciting Tuesday's riot 
at Yankee Stadium, Benitez 
escaped with the lightweight 
punishment of an eight-game 
suspension. Where's a commis¬ 
sioner when baseball needs one? 
Upset over giving up the game- 
breaking home ran to Bennie 
Williams, Benitez took his frus¬ 
tration out on Martinez by aim¬ 
ing for the scalp. 

Only quick reflexes allowed 
Martinez to absorb the fastball 
with his back. Compounding an 
already nasty situation, Benitez 
egged on the agitated New .York 
Yankee dugout, thus creating the 
chaos. One stupid act spawned a 
few others and the Orioles and 
Yankees did a dead-on imitation 
of the Miami Heat and New 
York Kiricks. 

About a dozen punches later, 
the entire episode ended up on 
the desk of Major League 
Baseball, but opening-day first- 
pitches had more smoke than 
what Budig delivered across the 
plate yesterday. 

“It was my hope that we did 
send a strong message in an area 
of concern,” Budig said. 

That didn't happen. Instead, a 
baseball tradition that should 
have never outlived flannel uni¬ 
forms was allowed to survive. 

The concept of retaliation by 
pitchers is imbedded too deep 
within baseball to be uprooted by 
a simple eight-game ban. Beaning 
is a particular hazard in the AL 
where the designated hitter rale 
keeps pitchers away from facing 
the {date and the music. 

Therefore, baseball and Budig 
needed to do something rash to 
change an attitude that's accept¬ 
ed and even endorsed by almost 
eveiyone in the game, although 
no one wflf admit it 

What makes it worse is Benitez 
wasn't paying Martinez back for 
something the Yankees did, but 
for what he did to himself." 

“I thought about a month,” 
was Yankees owner George 
Steinbrenner's idea of a punish¬ 
ment to fit the crime. 

Eight games for someone who 
isn’t an everyday player is. noth¬ 
ing but a reprimand. A month on 
the bench would have gotten an 
entire league’s attention about 
the whole notion of bean tails 
and why they don’t have to be a 
necessary nuisance. 

Confronted by a sport that 
began to turn ugly and violent, 
the NBA imposed stricter penal¬ 
ties for the flagrant foul and 
taunting. Instead of brushing

“You have to protect your 
teammates, because you can’t 
have guys getting thrown aL It’s 
unfortunate, but baseb all is a little 
different” 

So, what's next? Howfar does a 
beanball have to go before puni¬ 
tive action is taken? A fractured 
skull might do it 
It wouldn’t be too difficult for 
the league office to enforce, 
since everyone can differentiate 
a beanball from a brushback. 

Circumstance plays a big part 
If a pitcher beans a batter die 
inning after one of his team¬ 
mates gets beaped, that's a pret¬ 
ty clear sign it wasn't just an 
inside pitch. When Hideki Irabu 
nicked Brady Anderson on the 
leg last night, Irabu simply lost 
control of the pitch.

U J felt be would throw 
at him,” he said. 

. On the very day that NBA

were defending their right to 
punch each other senseless.

‘Africa can soon end European supremacy’ 



ROME (AP) - The World Cup is 
a bit of a misnomer. 

Through 15 editions, die cham¬ 
pionship has essentially been a 
Europe vs. South America affair, 
with those continents splitting all 
the titles. 

Now the game is spreading, ana 


changing, as talent sprouts all over 
the globe. The balance of power 
still may rest with the old 
favorites, but France ’98 could see 
further breakthroughs from out¬ 
siders, particularly African coun¬ 
tries. 

Teams from Asia or the CON- 
CACAF region are likely further 
away from making a real impact 

Africa made its first real splash 
in 1990, when Roger Milla 
inspired Cameroon to an upset of. 
defending champion Argentina in 
the tournament opener and then 
reached the quarterfinals. 

Nigeria was next on the scene, 
routing Bulgaria in the first round in 
1994 before putting a scare into 


eventual runner-up Italy in the sec¬ 
ond round. The country went on to 
stun traditional powers Brazil and 
Argentina en route to a gold medal 
at the 1996 Olympic Games. 

Both Cameroon and Nigeria are 
back at France ’98, as part of a 
five-country African contingent, 
the largest ever. Morocco, Tunisia 
and South Africa fill out die 
group, and all are capable of pro¬ 
viding a surprise. 

Asia is another step behind,- but 
Japan mid South Korea, who will 
jointly host the 2002 tournament, 
have improved. There shouldn't 
be any shockers like North 
Korea’s 1*0 victory over Italy in 
1966, however. 


Among other outsiders, the 
United States is now firmly in the 
middle of the pack, and impressed 
in victories over undermanned 
Brazil in the CONCACAF Gold 
Cup and Austria in a pre-tourna¬ 
ment tune-up. 

Perhaps the best African player 
of all, Geoige Weah, will nor be at 
the World Cup because of 
Liberia’s failure to qualify. But the 
first non-European to win that 
continent's Golden Ball award for 
player of the year, in 1995, thinks 
a true watershed tourney for 
Africa is on the horizon. 

“T believe African teams can 
soon end the supremacy of 
European and Latin American 


squads,” said Weah, who plays for 
AC Milan in Holy. “It's time to do 
that I can’t say if France will be 
the right place and time, bur it is 
time. A win by an African team 
would not be surprising." 

While Cameroon will have a 
tough time getting past Italy, Chile 
and Austria in Group B, Nigeria 
has a strong chance to emerge 
from its bracket with aging 
Bulgaria, Paraguay and Spam. 

And if Nigeria can win that 
group, it would get an easy sec¬ 
ond-round game. The Group D 
winner faces the runner-up from 
Group C, a pool which should be 
won by France, leaving Saudi 
Arabia, South Africa or Denmark.
